Latter’s Army Beaten In Hermannstaadt Region—Bucharest 
Admits It—Germans Claim to Have Captured 3,000 Men 
and Some Guns, Together With Other War Material—Part 
of von Hindenburgr’s Drive. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—The desperate battle which has been 
raging for four days in the Hermannstadt sector of Transyl- 
-vania‘has resulted in a German victory. The First Réumanian 
Army was destructively defeated, according to Berlin, and fled 
in disorder into the mountains south of Hermannstadt. 

»hTeerGman and Austrian troops under the supreme com- 
mand of General von Falkenhayn, who was German Chief of 
Staff prior to von Hindenburg, had seized the Rothernthurm 
‘Pass south of Hermannstadt, and when an encircling movement 
from the west forced the Roumanians to retire toward that 
gateway, the Bavarians in the pass opened up a devastating 
fire an them. The Bavarians were under Lieut.-Gen. von Del- 
meningen. Part of von Falkenburg’s forces hammered the 
“Roumanians at Hermannéstadt while the others seized the pass 
known as the Red-Tower Pass. The Second Roumanian Army 
was then called upon to relieve the first group, but their arrival 
on the battluefield was too tardy to save the day.

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THE EVE OF WAR. © 


In an article in the Fortnightly Review for 
September, Mr, Archibald Hurd throws a little 
light on the secret history of the fateful days in 
England just before the war, and there is reason 
to believe that his statements are correct. He 
writes: 

They (the Germans), assumed that the 
British Government, desirous above all 
things for peace, would temporise and tem- 
porise, and that every hour’s delay would be 
to their advantage. The Germans were 
wrong. The British Government struggled 
for peace down to the fateful Sunday night, 
and then the importunities.of Mr. Churchill 
and Lord Haldane were resisted no longer. 
On the following Monday morning, on the 
initiative of those two Ministers, the naval 


“and. military forces received orders to mobi-| 


lize, and within a few hours of the expiry 
of the ultimatum Britain was prepared to 
take the offensive by land as well as by sea. 
The British Fleet, in obtaining the initiative 
dictated the character of the world war 
which was to follow; the British Arniy, of 
about one-eighth of 2 million only, dictated 
the character of the European campaign 
which was to be fought on land in the next 
few months. 

Mr. Hurd, in a footnote, says: * 

The Prime Minister was technically 
Secretary for War, but Lord Haldane, who 
had created the Expeditionary Force, acted 
for him on this fateful occasion. 

The London Chronicle adds the interesting 
Statement that there never was any idea that 
the Prime Minister should remain Minister of 
War, or'that Lord Haldane, in the event of hos- 
tilities, should resume his old position. On the 
contrary, both came to the conclusion that in 
the event of war a great soldier should be placed 
at the head of the War Office, and the obvious 
man for the position was Lord Kitchener. The 
Prime Minister anticipated the public demand, 
the Chronicle tells us, by offering the position 
to Lord Kitchener two days before any public 
reference was made to him in connection with 
the office, and Lord Kitchener actually attended 
the Army Council before any suggestion had 
been made that he should be given the supreme 
position. Lord Kitchener's appointment was 
not announced when it. was actually made for 
the obvious reason that war had not then been 
declared, and if the final efforts to avert a con- 
flict had been successful Lord Kitchener would 
no doubt have returned to his duties as Govern- 
or in Egypt.

Rules of War. 

The father of the rules of civilized 
warfare, which Germany has broken 
so ruthlessly, was Grotius, a mative 
of Delft, who attempted to codify 
existing customs during the Thirty 
Years’ War. 

That was three hundréd years ago, 
and his book soon became the basis 
of warfare, for when countries were 
fighting to.exténd thelr territory they 
Were wise to recognize the advan- 
tages of propitlating their future 
subjects. 2 
So punctilious were the old fight- 
ers that during the wars which fol- 
lowed the French Revolution those 
attacking the French actually’ pald 
bire for camping-grounds and for 
hospitals. Even more ludicrous was 
an incident which occurred during 
the fighting round Mainz in 1793. 

An Austrian regiment, anxious to! 
cross the river, were held up by the! 
ferryman . because he demanded: 
ready-money for the toll. Rather’ 
than disobey the code by selzing the 
ferry for themselves, the Austrioas . 
calmly surrendered to the advancing 
French, 

But France was fighting for her 
life, and disregarded the little nice- 
ties of the rules of warfare, and 
those of her enemies who still ob- 
served them faithfully were taken at 
& disadvantage, so by degrees the 
elaborate politeness disappeared. 

But the Prussians have always 
acted on the ideas set forth by

EDUCATING OYSTERS.” 
How the Japanese Teach Them to 
Mnke Pearls. 


In Japan there is a great oyster 
farm where the bivalves are taught 
to make pearts. It was Dr. Mikimo- 
to, a well-known scientist, who con- 
ceived the Idea that oysters wight 
be educated and made to work for 
man. After many years of costly 
experimentation he discovered the 
method In use to-day. . 
. The farm has an area of about 
fifty square miles and the water va- 
ries in depth from five to fifteen fa- 
thoms, The farmer selects the spots 
where the larvm of oysters are most 
numerous and then he plants small 
rocks and stones. These are soon 
covered with oyster-spat. They are 
then removed and placed in speciul 
beds, where they Lie undisturbed 
until the third year. - 
An oyster will not produce a pearl 
unless. {t be Irritated by some for- 
eign substance. As soon as it fecls 
this it proceeds to cover it. with 
nacre, layer on layer, until after a 
few years it has made a pearl. When 
large enough the oysters are taken 
from their beds and carefully open- 
ed; a tiny speck of some forelgn sub- 
stance is introduced into their bodies, 
and they are replaced in the sea. By 
the end of from three to fivo years 
the oyster has coated the foreign 
substance with nacre and this has 
become a pearl. A 
All the work on this oyster farsa 
is done by womon, who bring tke oy- 
sters up and down by diving.

Helping the Bomb-Dropper. 
“In France they are testing 2 
naval bomb-dropping mechanism 
which makes !t virtually Impossible 
for the aviator to miss the object at 
which he launches a bomb, ‘The In- 
vention is intended for use in con- 
junction with battleplanes, the aerial 
bombs being droped through a coae 
of light. 

This powerful illuminant.js con 
posed of a ring of high candle-power 
electric Mghts. Each lamp is sup- 
ported in a separate reflector under 
the hood of the bomb-dropper. The 
light beams from cach lamp cross 
the other beams, and In this manner 
a concentrated cone of light is pro- 
duced. 

_There are several powerful cloc- 
tric lamps available for this purpose, 
and by means of a switch on the 
aeroplane the illumination can ba 
cut off as desired. 

The bomb-dropper, with its ring of 
lamps, is susended at the lower end 

jof a flexible steel cable, and tho 
wirea controlling the whole outfit 
follow this cable also. When neces- 
sary the suspension cable is wound 
up by a power-driven winch, and 
the bomb-dropper can thus be raised 
right up into the plane. 

This scheme has several distinctive 
features. For one thing the droo- 
ping of the bomb through a circle of 
light is bound to increase the accur- 
acy of the marksman.

But whatever their origin; there. 
can be no doubt that they provide a 
singularly Interesting index to the 
state of mind of'the Germans, and it 
is fortunate that. a number of these 
records have been secured for the 
National Collections, although, ‘as 
tho) gallorles are closed, they will not 
be visible the public until after 
the war, Théy are described as fol- 
lows in the London Times: S 

There are, it would appear, many 
Englishmen who are reluctant to de- 
lleve that a medal was actually is- 
sued to glorify the sinking of the 
Lusitania; but here is a specimen of 
this very piece. On one side{s a 
crowd of Americans taking tickets 
at the Cunard ‘office; the clerk wa0 
deals them out is a grisly ‘skeleton. 
The motto is Geschaft uber Alles: 
“Business above everything.” On 
the other side we see the Lusitania 
going down, and the inscription tells} 
us that the Hiner was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine on May 6, 1915 (tze 
actual date was May 7). Above the 
vessel we read the motto, “No con- 
traband,” and the justification {s pro- 
vided by the -nunitions of war (Ia- 
cluding a fully-rigged aeroplane!) 
with which her decks are piled. - 

A final touch of verisimilitude is 
seen in her stem, which has a ram 
Uke that of a warship. This medal 
—which has fitly been compared 
with the medal issued by Gregory 
XIII. to commemorate the massacre 
of St. Bartholomew—is by a person 
of the name of Goetz, who appears 
to be by far the most prolific among 
the medallists who are satisfying the 
present demand for stuff of this kind. 

The only really humorous designs 
are unconsciously so. Bismarck—~ 
in the pose of the famous statue— 
Dronouncing over the waves an 
adaption to Britain of Cato’s denun- 
ciation of Carthage, looks for all 
the world as if he had taken refuge 
in an armchair from the tide which 
is rising to cverwhelm him. Still 
more amusing, {n its production cf 
an-effect exactly the opposite of what 
was intended, is one of the “Gott 
Starfe England” medals of Admiral 
von Tirpitz. It is impossible not to 
feel sorry for the artist who is asked 
to do anything with this hero's fea- 
tures except in the way of-caricature, 
But the reverse design surpasses all 
expectations. Neptune is seen seated 
op a submarine and shaking his fist 
at British shipping. Something in 
the way in which the subject is treat- 
ed irresistibly suggests that he has 
been marooned and is venting his {ih- 
potent rage at the ship that has de- 
serted him. 


Dog Survives Master. 

Captain Anthony Wilding, the 
great tennis player, who fell in bat- 
tle in France, was a keen lover of a 
dog, and he had an Irish terrier, 
Samson, sent to him when he went 
to the front. Samson was luckier 
than his owner, and although under 
fire several times he escaped injury. 
The London Field publishes a picture 
of Samson taken in his present 
home, Opawa, New Zealand, and has 
the following to say of him: 

“Samson, is on long leave—it may 
be permanent leave—from the front. 
As his collar still indicates, he was 
attached to ‘Squadron 2, Section B, 
Armored Cars,’ and was many times 
under fre in Flanders last year. 
Named after Commander Samso2z, R, 
N., under whom Captain Wilding 
served when attached to the royal 
naval air service, Samson has been 
mentioned in oficial} memoranda. 
The former ordered an ‘armored ken- 
nel’ for his use from the transport 
officer, adding that he would not ex- 
pect delivery ‘until the bombardment 
of nkirk abates in fury.’ When 
Captain Wilding fell, Samson was 
sent back to England, without trou- 
bling the quarantine offcors, in an 
aeroplane, and subsequently took 
ship for Christchurch, New Zealand, 
his owner's native town,”

The Danish Premier, Zable, is the 
son of a shoemaker, and worked up 
to the highest oMce in the Stato at 
the early age of 43. He was born and 
educated at Roskilde, and took his 
degree in law) in.1890. Instead’ of 
taking up law, however, he took up 
journalism, and became the editor of 
the Aarhus Amstidende. In Aarhus, 
the second town in Denmark, Zahle 
began that intimate connection be- 
tween journalism and politics that is 
so common jin Scandinavian coun- 
tries. In 1891 he joined the Politi- 
ken as an associate contributor, and 
began relations with Edward Bran- 
des, co-editor of the paper. Four 
years later Zahle was elected to the 
Folkthing, or popular chamber, and 
quickty made his mark in budget and 
other discussions. At that time the 
old King of Denmark was fighting 
his last fight against the oncoming 
tide of democratic sentiment, and 
Zable found a most popular place in 
the people's esteem as the champion 
of Radical ideas. In 1901 the strugrie 
ended with the capitulation of the 
king, and with the incoming of ° the 
Deutzer Liberal Ministry he was 
made a member of the Finance Com- 
mission. In 1909 Zahle became 
Prime Minister, but his Cabinet did 
not last long, and it was not until 
1913, when the Radicals and Social- 
ists swept the country, that he again 
assumed office, 

There is nothing out of the ordin- 
ary about the elevation of an editer 
to a Prime Ministership, but when 
Zable began to select his Cabinet he 
adopted peculiar methods. He be- 
Heved his policies and the good of 
the country would be best served by 
co-workers on the Politiken.- That 
{important organ of European opin- 
jon, by the way, was the leading 
force in the creation of Danish demo- 
eracy. It had extraordinary influ- 
ence. It had a sting and a thrust. It 
had the best contributors in Den- 
mark, and, indeed, in the whole of 
Scandinavia. George Brandes fav- 
ored it often with reviews. Its poli- 
tical staff dominated Danish politics. 
When in 1913 the Socialists declined 
office, it was regarded as quite nat- 
ural that Zable should seek the sanc- 
tams of the Politixen for his Cabinet 
material. From them he drew Ed- 
ward Brandes, who is his Minister of 
Finance; Scavenius, his Foreign Min- 
ister; Ove Rode, his Minister of the 
Interior, and present editor of the 
Politizen; Munch and other lesser 
members. The leading members form

Banana Crop Destroyed. 

Information collected from all 
parts of the island of Jamaica re-

Thrifty Swiss, 

The Swiss Post Office saves its old 
stamps, and recently offered 100,- 
000 used coples of the current high 
value Swiss stamps, 3f., 6f., and 10f., 
for sale. Last year a similar offer to 
the philatelic trade was made, and a 
substantial sum was realized. The 
three denominations are offered at 
10d. per stamp in what is styled 
“first quality,” and 7d. per stamp in 
the second quality, or 2s, 6d. and 1s, 
8d. the set of three. The first qual- 
ity stamps were only used on ‘dock- 
ets, etc., which never left the post- 
office; while the second kind were 
used in the mails. The stamps are; 
only supplied to the Swiss dealers,

STORIES OF THE “BiG PUSIL” 


Experiences of Some of the Wounded 
"From the Somme, 


London is now being thrilled by , 
the stories cf the push on the 
Somme, which the wounded soldiers 
have brought back. Sors!y wounded 
as many are, and after a jenrnes 
which all the care made barely: ci- 
durable, the men still tingle with ‘the 
thrill of the charge, dnd their talk 
is all of the rush. 

“We went over in grand style,” said 
a sergeant recuiling the assault on 
Montauban, “‘and found the place in 
an awful mess. Most of the houses 
had been knocked head over heels— 
the only ones I saw standing were 
a couple of cafes. As we came on 
we saw lots of Germans running out 
of the back of the village, but there 
were plenty of them monkeying 
about the ruins. We divided the 
company up into groups of six, but 
as we neared the village we joined 
up again. My five pals and myself 
saw some in a ground floor room, 30 
we dropped a Mills bomb through the 
window and didn't wait for an an- 
swer, 

“As we turned the corner we saw 
a German lying round the end of a 
wall. “He'd got a machine gun and 
had made a little émplacement with 
bricks. iie turned the blamed thing 
on me and got me in the foot: It 
didn't stop me, though, and when I 
was getting near to him I felt two 
kicks over the heart.

Summer dampness is really hard 
to guard against, it is suro to come 
every year. ©The © weather is too 
warm to’permit fires which might re- 
store the house to a comfortable dry- 
ness, and as the dampness “is only 
temporary not very much can be 
done to furniture or Inside fixtures, 
It is a temptation to have the spread- 
ing drawers and doors planed off a 
little, but to do so is a mistake for 
the return of heat and dry weather 
will cause them to shrink back to 
thelr normal proportions. If they 
are planed off now they will let in 
most unpleasant draughts and dust 
later. : 

Perhapa no one thing about damp 
weather {s more distressing than the 
condition it inflicts on the salt cellar. 
If the salt cellar or shakers are em- 
ptied after each meal and thoroughly 
dried in a warming oven, and refilled 
just before the next meal, the salt 
will stlil be moist and sticky when it 
{s used, One of the hotels at the sea- 
shore where dampness is ineritable 
keeps inverted water glasses over the 
salt dishes. Of course it is a little 
bit inconvenient to lift up a glass 
-whenever you wish to get a spoonful 
of salt, but the results do make for 
dryness. Grains of uncooked rice 
can be mixed with salt used in shak. 
ers with rather satisfactory results. 

Probably the fact that thero = is 
much greater humidity in England 
than in this country in part accounts 
for the fact that open cellars are al- 
ways used there and that “salt shak- 
ers” are regarded as a decided Amer

Despite heavy attacks, 
however, the Russian armies have been able to maintain their 
gains in all but one sector, and have captured nearly 2,000 
additional prisoners. 

The heaviest fightin goccurred on: the front southeast of 
Lemberg, on the heights that rise up from the right bank of the 
Ziota Lipa River. Here Turkish troops are fighting side by side 
with Austrians and Germans, and it was against these forces 
that the Russians registered a gain which Vienna admitst as

FIND NEW DIAMOND FIELDS, 


Discovery Is Made Six Miics From 
Famous Premier Mine. 

Considerable interest {s mwanifeni- 
ed in a report of the discovery of a 
new diamond field in the Transvaal 
about six miles distant from the fam- 
ous Premier diamond mine and eigh- 
teen. miles.*from Pretorla. It is 
stated that the Initial finds were ex- 
ceptionally good, and thero hos been 
a rush of diggers to this new dia- 
mondiferous ground, which is on the 
farm Kamselfontein. One of the 
owners bas cut up his section into 
plots 15 by 20 feet, which he Icts 
out to diggers at $10 per month 
each, 

De Volkstem, published. at Pre- 
toria, states that in the course of 
three weeks a few diggings have sold 
$1,500 worth of diamonds, It {s sald 
that one man brought to light thirty- 
one diamonds in two washings, and 
as far as known only one washing 
thus far has produced a blank. About 
forty acres of ground have been wir- 
ed in and given out in claims, Dur- 
ing one week forty claim licenses 
have been issued. 

The Government mining engineer 
has not yet visited the ground, and 
it will Ikely ‘be some time before 
anything official can be made public. 
While diamonds are admitted to 
have been found, there are at pre- 
sent no data as to the extent or 
payability of the dlamond bearing 
area. The undertaking as it stands 
to-day is described -as of a purely 
private and speculative character.

KITCHENER’S RELIGION. 


Hils Condoct at Cairo Proved a Real 
Tonic to That City. 
Rev. J. H. Molesworth, late in- 


cumbent of All Saints’, Cairc, writes 
as acta! on Lord | Kitehener’s re- 


NO one coulé be Jong in his com- 
pany without realising that he was 
a man who viewed life seriously. 1 
may illustrate this from the effect be 
produced on society in Cairo, when 
he went there.to take up his posi- 
tion as British Agent and Consul- 
General. Cosmopolitan places like 
the capital of Egypt, whieh are large- 
ly the haunts of pleasure, are often 
given over to a frivolity which is not 
seen In cities of commerce and busl- 
ness. There is frequently a relaxing 
of morals bevond what is witnessed 
elsewhere, and a general air of un- 
discipline, and it goes without say- 
ing that in such places Sunday and 
Sunday worship are at a discount. 

“It would Le foolish to assert that 
Cairo was free {rom these vices. 
But the coming of Lord Kitchener in- 
stantancously wrought a change. He 
was known to be a man of unswerv- 
{ng devotion to duty, of disciplined 
life, of resolute purpose. Instinctive- 
fy we all braced ourscives up, and it 
Was as though a tonic had been ad- 
ministered to the place. So far as 
his worx permitted, Lord Kitchener 
wag regular and punctual in his 
church attendance, and this at once 
told beneficlailly upon the Sunday 
habits of the community. 

“He was president of All Saints’ 
Church committee, and I never re- 
member his omitting to take the 
chair, even when hard pressed by 
State business. 

“Earl Kitchener was indeed a type 
of that simple, manly, straightfor- 
ward Christianity which we associate 
with the best English laity, which | 
does not trouble itself indeed about | 
subtle questions and, controversies 
but rests on the broad facts of re- 
velation, and in simplicity practises 
its tenets. 


Grow Willows. , 


There are no fewer than one hun- 
dred and sixty recognized species of 
the willow family, There are fifteen 
well-defined specicu in Great Britals 
and Ireland alone! 

The dwarf species creeps over ‘the 
bleak, low mountains and hills, and 
a couple of inches Is the greatest 
height to which [t rears itself. 

The better sorts of willuws are of 
mich economic account. And yet, 
except in the osler trade—for mak- 
ing baskets—one hardly ever hears 
willows mentioned in the usual talk 
of trade. 

The “blue” variety of willow is the 
most valuable—chiefly used for 
cri¢ket bats.

. The Sword-Hilt, 


Nowadays many newly-appointed 
officers, on purchasing their equip- 
ments, do not {include a sword, which 
is of little use in the great war. 

Swords, however, still form part 
of the full-dress uniform of every 
officer, and nearly every branch of 
the service has a different type of 
aword, but the difference is not so 
much in the blade as the hilt. 

Rifle regiments have a_ special 
sword, with the rifle bugle badge let 
‘nto the openwork guard, while the 
Royal Artillery and Army Service 
Corps use a sword with a guard con- 
sisting of three curved bars, 

The sword used by the infantry 
has a large ornamental guard, decor- 
ated with the Royal cipher and 
crown. There is a slot at the top of 
the guard for the sword-knot—a lea- 
ther loop ending ina knot. The 
blade is perfectly straight, and only 
sharpened on one edge. 

The Royal Engineers are very 
proud of their gilt sword-hilt, while

London Land Values, 


The recent sale of the Arundel} 
estate In the West End of London, 
comprising land and bulldiags on 
both sides of Arundell street and 
Panton street, which fetched £250,- 
600, again calls to mind the amazing 
value of land in London, 

Not long ago a tiny plece of ground 
at Charing Cross, adjoining the Mall 
archway, and comprising only 46143 
square feet, with a frontage of 69 
feet, was sold by the London County 
Council to an insurance company for 
£11,737, which works out at £1,100,- 
000 an acre. 

It fs Im the city, the square mile 
of which is valued at £250,000,000, 
however, where land can easily claim 
the distinction of being the dearest 
in the world. For property near tha 
centre of the city £3,250,000 an acre 
!s not an unusual price. Portions of 
Cannon street, Queen Victoria 
street, Upper Tha:ces street, and St 
Mary-at-Hill are sald te be worth 
about five shillings a square incb, 
while on Lombard street and King 
William street land has been sold 
for £40, £50, £60, mand £70 per 
square foot frockuld.

most insuperable in a country of 
¢ivilization where every aid of en- 
gineering was instantly at hand. The 
water supply failed, not enough he- 
ing found even for the boilers of the 
tractors, and hundreds of natives had 
to be impressed to carry. water in 
Jara for miles through the jungle. 

When the river was reached one 
set of troubles was merely exchang- 
ed for anotber. The boats were 
Jaunched, but mud bars, treacherous 
currents, and numerous obstructions 
made the journey by water almost as 
slow as that through the bush. Byven 
when the lake was reached it was 
found necessary to construct harbor 
works to protect the craft from the 
ate and violent storms of the re. 

ion, 

At length the Mim! and the Touv- 
Tou were got in fighting trim and 
the hunt for the German fotilla be- 
gan. The day after Christmas the 
German gunboat Kingani was eighted 
on Boxing Bay, and after a spirited 
Oght was captured.

TERRIFIC SPEED OF BRITISH PLANES. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN FRANCE, (via London), 
Oct. 4.—Never Were such number of planes employed, and never 
before did they play such an important part as in the battle of 
the Somme. The wastage of British planes at the front has been 
supplied by new ’planes flown acros sthe Channel from England, 
where after coming from the factory they are tested out at the 
home aerodrome. The record time in crossing the Channel at 
the narrowest point, where the distance is twenty-two miles, is 

-eight minutes. 

When the Associated Press correspondent, who was in Lon- 
don for a day’s leave from the front, asked a certain General 
at the War Office for permission to fiy back instead of ging 
‘by steamer, train and automobile, the answer was: “Perfectly 
easy.” And to prove it he called up the Commander of the flying 
cerps and in five minutes all was arranged over the telephone. 

“What about my baggage?” asked the correspondent. “Oh 

take it along and strap it on,” replied the General. “A plane 
that carries I60 pounds of bombs will not be bothered with a 
dress-suit case.” 

‘A dozen machines, one after another, were due to go to 
France that day as soon as the wire said a storm on the other 
side of the Channel had passed. The correspondent slipped 
into a wadded jacket for protection agginst the wind, which 
would also act as a lifebuoy if he happened to fall into the 
Channel, and took his place, a position usually occupied by the 
observer, who also mans the machine gun. “She’s a good and 
steady ‘bus’”, said the pilot. “They flew her down from the 
factory three days ago and she was tuned up and ready for her 
part in the big show on the other side. You must not expect any 
fancy stunts. My business is to fly her to France and deliver her 
in good condition, ready for work.” s ; 

_ “Our object is not to take any unnecessary risks,” said the 
pilot, ‘“‘but to get the plane to the front, where it is needed, and 
will have risks in plenty over the battlefield.” 

- On account of thick weather he took the Channel this trip 
at a height of 4,000 feet. As the white lacework of surf beat 
against the chalk just under foot the correspondent looked at his 
watch. As the machine crossed the white edging of the surf at 
the foot of the chalk cliffs of France the correspondent looked 
again at his watch, and say that the time elapsed was seventeen 
minutes.

LONDON, Oct. 4,—The Allies advanced along the whole 
Macedonian front today:+.A joint assault by French, Serbian 
and Russian troops north of Blorina won for them four villages 
guarding the Cerna Vailey lines'before Monastir. King Peter’s 
troops pushed ahead on their own soil, west of the Kaimakalan 
ridge, while a British bayonet attack on the east bank of the 
Struma completely routed the enemy. Admission of most of 
these reverses is made in today’s official statement from Sofia. 
An official statement on the operations of the eastern army 
issued in Paris last night reads : : 

“Ag a result of the vigorous actions fought by the Serblans 
m of Kaimaklan, the Bulgarians -have abandoned 
: on Satrkov-Grob and the River Brod, and appear 
to be Yemen toward the north. 

“The ‘Serbains have occupied Hovio and the French Pe- 
On the right wing the British have cap- 
tured Janikov, east of the Struma.” 

Following is the British statement: 

“Yesterday the Bulgarians counter-attacked with three bat- 
tallons against our new positions on the east bank of the Struma 
The attack was broken by our fire. One of our battalions then 
charged with the bayonet and completely routed the enemy, tak- 
ing forty prisoners. 

“The Royal Flying Corps carried out successful bombing 
attacks on troops in transport in Prosenik and on a railroad 
train travelling from there to Seraes.” 

The Bulgarian report follows: 

“In the Lake Presba region there was considerable artil- 
lery activity, without infantry action, at Hill 1944, south of Kai- 
makalan. As a consequence of violent artillery fire on the sum- 
mit, and in order to avoid unnecessary loss, our troops were or- 
dered to withdraw to their main position in the Moglenica 
Valley. There was violent reciprocal artillery fire west and 
east of the Vardar. 

“Weak artillery fire took place at the foot of the Belaschit- 
a Mountain. A‘patrol’ engagement.resulted in. our favor near 
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“On the Struma front eneniy battalions which advanced 
under the protection of a hurricane of fire succeeded in occupy- 
ing the villages of Karadpakoi, Jenikoi, and Revolyen. By coun- 
ter-attacks we drove the enemy from the two last-named vil 
lages to their former positions. Fighting near Karadjakoi con- 
tinues. 

“On the Aegena.coast the enemy fleet bombarded without 
result, a height north of Oragno.” 


GRADUAL WITHDRAWAL . 
MASKED BY GERMANS 


ON THE BRITISH FRONT, Oct. 4.—The character of the 
present fighting is weird and full of queer surprises. It is not 
easy to find any definite plan in the enemy’s mind or to eatab- 
lish a line upon which he is ready to give battle. 

Here and thre, north of Courcelette, our men push forward 
patrols that find only a thin wall of men which crumbles before 
them. At other places not far away, as at the German trenches 
as far as Eaucourt l’Abbaye, the ground is strongly held, as 
though the Germans were determined to defend this lnesat. all

Berlin Admits Ga'ns of Attacking 

Forces Which Haye Endeavored 

to Offset Von Hindenburg’s Cou- 

templated Offensive—Fout Thon- 

sand Prisoners Have Been Cap- 
tured by the Russians. ; 


PETROGRAD, Oct. 3.—The fight- 
ing along’ the south-western front 
has reached another ofits periodic 


climaxes, which hrs turned in’ favor} 


ofthe Russians, ‘yielding them a 
large number of prizoners, and has 
again threatened Lemberg.from two 
important “directions — along the 
railway from Brody to Lem- 
berg ind from Brzezany. 

The two main actions are — being 
waged in the region of the Brody- 
Krasne  rallway, -about 30. miles 
north-east of Lemberg, and in the 
Brsesany sector of the Zlota Lipa 
beri 50 miles south-east of the 

In the former district the Russians 
have ,pressed forward against heavy 

» taking about 2,000 pris- 
oners. A Teuton position on the 
right bank of the Zlota Lipa was 
carried on the south-eastern sector 
of the advance. ‘ 

This new stroke of General Brus- 
afloff is believed ‘to have been made 
to forestall the offensive contemplat- 
ed by Field Marshal von Hindenburg. 


It puts the Teutons upon a strict de- 


fensive in the eastern theatre, fol- 
lowing close upon the heels of ten- 
tative attacks by them which are be- 
lieved to have been the first move- 
ments of the contemplated advance. 

The Rusgian official statement 


says: - 

“In the neighborhood of the Brody- 
Krasne railway and to the south- 
ward, our troops, by heavy fighting 
are forcing their way forward, the 
enemy stubbornly resisting the ad- 
vance. We have captured here 59 
officers and 1,928 men of the rank 
and file. 

“The fighting is turning to our fa- 
vor to the south of Braezany, on the 
River Tseniuvka, and in the region 
of the heights on the right bank of 
the Zlota Lipa. Here we captured 
part of the enemy position by assault, 
taking 112 officers and 2,263 of the 
rank and file as well as some ma- 
chine guns. Enemy counter-attacks 
during Saturday night were frustrat- 
ed by our Gre.” 


FOURTH ZEPPELIN DESTROYED. 


Another Monster Falls Victim to 
English Aliréraft Defences, 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Anotber Zep- 
pelin was shot down in flames dur- 
ing a raid, which is still in progress, 
at an early hour this morning. The 
first report, issued by Field Marsha! 
Sir John French, commanding the 
home forces, says: ’ 

“A number of. hostile airships 
crossed the east. coast, between 9 
o’clock (Sunday) and midnight. A 
few bombs were dropped near the 
coast. No damage has yet been re- 
ported. The raid is still in progress. 
Some airshipa are in the vicinity of 
London, where some guns have been 
fn action. An airship is just re- 
ported brought down in flames north 
of London.” 

Advices from the suburbs of Lon- 
don give graphic accounts of the 
manner In which the Zeppelin—the 
fourth to be brought down on Eng- 
lish soli—fell a victim to Great Brit- 
aln’s anti-aircraft defences, 

Although the Zeppelin crashed to 
earth almost due north of Londod 
the spectacle of the descending 
blazing mass was witnessed by 
thousands of Londoners, who showed 
their satisfaction by loud cheering. 

The Zeppelin began to descend 
slowly, and then dropped very fast, 
the blaze from it lighting up the 
countryside for many miles like day. 

The military critic of the Frank- 
furter Zelturg says conditions for 
Zeppelin attacks on England are 
much more difficult than even a year 
ago. The British, he says, have had 
time to carry their defence measures 
to the highest perfection. 


Train Crashes Into Strect Car, 

DETROIT, Oct. 3.—Thirteen per- 
sons were killed and more than 28 
injured, several probably ‘fatally, 
late Sunday night when a switch en- 
gine pushing two freight cars crash- 
ed into a crowded street car at Forest 
avenue and Dequinder strects, on the 
East side, There were more than 90 


them returning from the theatres. 

The street car was struck almost 
in the centre, the impact pusbing it 
ftom the tracks and sliding it along- 
side of the freight cars.

after all, they said. But Australia 
was there all the time, with — the 


strangest men and the strangest |* 


animals in the world, lying, as under 
a spell of enchantment, asleep with- 
im her borders of pearl and coral and 
her girdle of salt sea foam. 

For.long, long years Australia had 
lain preparing for the coming of 
man. Her history {is written on— 
her wide bosom. Once she was part 
of greater land masses, connected, 
perhaps, by Jand bridges with Asia. 
Beneath the surface this vast contin- 
ent was boiling. Burning mountains 
were heaved up and blew their heads 
off, and thousands of miles of,lava 
and ash remain to tell the tale of her 
great volcanoes. 

But her fires died out, and ‘more 
enduring mountains were ‘formed, 
which, age upon age, epoch after 
epoch, have been attacked by heat 
and wind and rain, have been worn 
down lower and lower, their summits 
ground by the agencies of time into 
dust’and powder. Their chemical 
properties, contained in the boiling 
lava from which they first solidified, 
were released with the slowly gather~ 
ing debris, and this highly charged 
rubbie of shattered rock and wind- 
lashed sand forms to-day the barren 
deserts of Australia. But smiling 
yerdure clad the greater part of 
these, and great forests grew. They 
sank beneath the sea, and some 
changed into coal. Gold and silver, 
tin and copper, diamonds, and other 
valuable stones, formed inthe rocks, 
and the precious metals tumbled 
from their beds as tne mountains 
crumbled, forming the great nuggets 
that have since been found in the 
soil. 

But where were the men? The 
men were not ready, They had not 
emerged. But the animals had. 
Warm-bdlooded animals which suck- 
led their young had appeared upon 
the earth, and, roaming far, had 
reached Australia from other parts 
of the world. Then came the break- 
down of the land bridges from Aus- 
tralia to Asia, The animals were 
shut up in a continent which had be- 
come an island, The kangaroos and 
the wallabies, the bear-like koala, 
the egg-laying mammals, and many 
kinds of reptiles were imprisoned on 
the continent. These, and great 
birds which forgot how to fly, were 
the lords of this vast area of the 
earth, The animals remained the 
lowest type—animals whicb 
carry their young in pouches, which 
have the smallest of brains. There 
was fo competition, no hard struggle 
for life as in the busier world with- 
out, no need to improve. They de- 

don the old lines. Some grew 
to be giants, as big as any elepbant, 
out. The smaller 
types survived, though of these 
emaller ones, the great kangaroo is 
bigger than the tallest man. 

The story of the Australian 
animals is one of the wonders of the 
The huge continent experi- 
ences in its different ranges three 
climates—tropical, sub-tropical, and 
temperate, so that we might éxpect 
to find there animals resembling 
those of Africa as well as of Europe. 
But there {s nothing of the sort, 
There are no lions or tigers, 10 
wolves, bears, cats, weasels—indco4, 
not a single flesh-eater except a litue 
so-callod cat. There is that, and 
there is the wild dog, or-dingo, but 
he is a mysterious newcomer, not.& 
native. There are neither apes nor 
monkeys; neither oxen, deer, nor an- 
telopes; no elephants, rhinoceroses, 
pigs, camels, horses, hares or rab- 
bits; no tree mice, squirrels or por- 
cupines; no hedgehogs or shrews. 
And yet, lacking all these creatures, 
Australian wild life is amazing. 

A multitude of forms follow the 
kangaroo line of development; there 
are what are called-kangaroo hares, 
kangaroo rats, kangaroo mice, sim- 
ply because they suggest the forms of 
these originals in other lands. There 
were no flesh-eaters, other than the 
so-called cats, in Australia, before 
white man and the domesticated ani- 
mals arrived. € 

The plant life of the sleeping land 
was wonderful, too. The great fea- 
ture here isthe eucalyptus tree, of 
which there are 150 species, manypot 
them unknown elsewhere. Like the 
animals, they took to being giants, 
and 3e often the tallest trees in the 
world,\ ‘reaching from 400+ to 500 
feet. Their leaves stand upright, 30 
that the. sunlight. passes between 
them and the trees yield no shade, 
but their properties are’ indispens- 
able; and their wood ‘is invaluable. 
They yield precious o{fls and gums, 
wood the white ant cannot destroy, 
wood that water will not rot and the

authorities are making every effort 
to get all the soldiers to discharge 
this duty before going out of Canada. 
The work thus done greatly assists 1 
the rapid discharge of red tape in- 
curred in properly disposing of a sol- 
dier’s estate aftdr he has been killed 
in action. To avoid any possible 
trouble the order as given below 
shows some of. the precautions being 
taken: 

“A special form has been draw up 
to facilitate the making of a Will, by 
officers, N.C.O.’s and men embarking 
for overseas service.

GAVE LIFE FOR CAUSE. 


Str Victor Horsley Worked Hard tor 
Soldiers in Mesopotamia, 

Of Sir Victor Horsley, who died in 
July from heat stroke while serving 
as @ consiitant with the forces in 
Mesopotamia, The Times says: Sir 
Victor volunteered for service ip 
Mesopotat fa last March, after he be. 
came aware of the bad conditions 
prevailing, His patriotic and unself- 
ish offer was accepted, and he left at 
once for India, from which country 
be went to the scene of operations. 
At Orst he was stationed at the base 
at Basra, but witbin a short period 
he passed up to Amara, where, it is 
stated, bis death took place, 

All those who were privileged to 
know the late surgeon will feel that 
this last sacrifice for his country 
was but the consummation of a life 
full of sacrifice and generous patriot- 
ism. Sir Victor did not consider his 
years when the chance of being use- 
ful offered itself, and the welfare of 
our soldiers was his first anxiety. 
Very early in the war he was in 
France on bebalf of the British Red 
Cross Society, and later, on being 
gazetted Colonel, he was sent to 
Egypt as a consultant by Sir Alfred 
Keogh. He had served also in the 
Boer War. 

Sir Victor Horsley was not only a 
very distinguished surgeon; ho was 
a pioneer in the field of scientific 
medicine, one of those rare men who 
seek out new paths into the un- 
known, and lay there foundations on 
which all those who follow after 
must build. His work gn the surgery 
of the brain belongs to this category, 
as also does the experimental study 
of the ductless glands, which he car- 
ried out with so great cagerness and 
enthusiasm, In 1884, for example, 
he proved by experimont that the dis- 
euse myxoedema was caused by ab- 
gence of the thyrofd gland. It wan 
his generous custom; to invite other 
workers to hi: Jaboratory and to 
place hie resources at their disposal; 
be would carry out all (he delicate 
manipulations necessary at the re- 
quest of any colleague, and would 
then resign to that colleague all the 
credit of the work accouplished. 

Supreme in hiy own sphere, Sir 
Victor took an urtive interest in 
social questions. His abhorrence of 
alcohol and bis efforts to restrict the 
sale and use of it are well known, 
Not less well known at the time wag 
his championship of the woman suf- 
frage movement. He contested the 
University of London as s Liberal, 
and was prospective candidate for 
Market Harborough on temperance 
and woman suffrage lnes, though on 
these grounds he was afterwards re- 
fused the support of the officials, He 
was Vice-Chairman of the London 
County Council Sub-committee of In- 
quiry into the Medical Inspection and 
Treatment of School Children, and 
also Vice-Presiden’. of the English 
League for the. Taxation of Land 
Values. His strong personslity and 
unyielding adherence to his convic- 
tions frequently brought him into. 
collision with his opponents, but 
none ever denied to. him the moed of 
respect and honor, for above all 
things he was a man. . 

Honors ‘ere. showered on him by 
almost every university and learned 
society in tho world.

On thins appears certaln, namely, 
tbat the ownors of the houses which 
have bcea destroyed, as well as the 
other occupiers and their stock which 
has perlaied, should be compensated. 
The Government Is expected to pay 
for part of this, through the insur- 
ance companies, but in my opinion it 
should also lend money to the cor- 
poration, who might again lend to 
business men and traders, sQ as to 
enable them to-start ‘alresh with 
good buildings. 4 

With regard to improvements, 
Sackville street, that is O'Connell 
street, should) be laid out in» fine 
buildings for offices with shops un-’ 
derneath. A circus such as Picca- 
dilly Circus is, round Nelson's Pillar, 
would be handsome and would bring 
in a large profit from the premises 
in it, and with the widening of Earl 
street into Talbot street, would re- 
Meve the congestion from which that 
district suffers. The conimittee in 
charge of the rebuilding could do all 
the work in five years and would dis- 
solve after banding it over to the 
corporation which would after that 
be the authority. . 

According to another acheme, the 
Government could lend £1,000,000 or 
£2,000,000 to the corporation, which 
would carry out the work. My own 
private idea, the Lord Mayor con- 
tinued, is that. the Government 
should buy up the whole of the de- 
solated area, clear it, and replot it 
ready to let at a head rent of say, 
£50 a plot. Then those who did not 
wish to rebuild need not do so and 
we should have men coming in with 
capital from other cities and in time 
Dublin might be the finest city In 
the Empire. 

A deputation is being sent from 
the corporation to London consisting 
of the town clerk, the law agent, and 
the engineer. Another deputation 
representing the Fire Losses Com- 
pany {a also going, and they will ask 
Mr, Asquith what he intends to do. 
With the assistance of public opinion 
they should obtain.a hearing, and if 
the Government refuses their request 
there will only remain a monument 
of misgovernment. The present 
Under-Secretary does not seem to be 
inclined to recommend the Govern- 
ment to rebuild. Nevertheless we 
believe we can make out & case 
which Parliament must listen te. 
When 2,000 rebels take possession of 
houses, and the Government blows 
the buildings to pieces to get at the 
rebels, the Government is morally re- 
sponsible for replacing them. 

The Coliseum Theatre, which cost 
£40,000 and was only built two 
years ago, was like properties of a 
similar nature not fully insured. The 
corporation meanwhile is losing 
£16,000 In rates while the ruins 
exist, and how can it provide the ne- 
cessary employment? The working 
class difficulty is abnormal just now. 
We pay £8,000 to clerks and officials, 
and £70,000 to working men alone.

snwutcn Kilts. 


The kilt is a style of dress that is 
immensely old. Tho soldiers of As- 
syrian kings are said to have worn 9 
sort of kilt, while the mountaineers 
of the Balkans regard it as indispens- 
able. It seems to have been worn in 
Scotland from prehistoric times, and, 
according to some authorities, was 
at one time only the plaid worn 
across the shoulders, In cold wea- 
ther part of it was twisted round 
the waist. Kilted regiments are com- 
paratively modern, as the frst High- 
land troops, the Black Watch, were 
recruited in 1725, and were called 
by their now historic name owing to 
the sombre color of their tartans— 
black, blue, and green. When they 
were originally raised each company 
wore the tartan of its commanding 
officer, and when banded together in 
one regiment a special one was de- 
signed to prevent jealousy. The Sea- 
forths wear the Mackenzie tartan, 
the Argyll and Sytberland the Camp- 
bell, and the Gordons and Camerons 
kartans known by the names of: those 
clans, 


Making Billiard-Balls. 

The experience of the workers who 
turn ivory for billiard-balls has 
shown that as it dries ivory shrinks, 
The tusks of the cow elephant have 
been found best adapted to the mak- 
ing of billiard-balls, The tusk of the 
female is not so curved aos that of the 
male, and the fine nerve passage is 
not so clearly seen. Biiliard-balls are 
turned In the rough and kept in a 
warm room for a long time, some- 
times as long as two years, Then 
after shrinking they are turned 
again.

STATE-OWNED LINERS, 


Government Is Planning a Transat- 
lantic Steamer Service, 


OTTAWA, Oct. 3.—Among the 
questions which will be delt with by 
the Government after the war will 
be that of the establishment of a 
State-owned linc of trans-Atlantic 
steamers. It is understood that but 
for the war a project of this nature 
would have boen considered and ac- 
tion taken. As things are now it 
must wait for the restoration of nor- 
mal conditions. A State-owned 
steamship service between Great 
Britain and Halifax would realize in 
part at least the advantages of an 
all-red line, It would consist of a 
fleet of fast. well-equipped vessels 
with ample capacity for passengers, 
cargo and mails; providing an unin- 
terrupted service all the year round, 
It. would be an fmportant and per- 
haps necessary complement to the 
great railway system already In op- 
eration by the Government, and 
which may be found in the near fu- 
ture stretching from coast to coast. 
The railway system and the steam- 
ship service would thus provide 
business for each other, The project 
is, as we already stated, not for im- 
Mediate consideration. It will pre- 
sent itself when peace is restored 
and when the energios of the Govern. 
ment and resources of the country 
are no longer fully employed in the 
Drosocution of the war. 

There are Indications that when 
the time comes the proposal! will find 
very strong support among members 
of the Government, 


Plea for Quebec to Send Soldiers, 

MONTREAL, Oct. 3.—"‘The war is 
not Onished. One million more men 
are asked. Let it not be said that 
the province of Quebec remains be- 
hind, In the name of everything 
precious to us, in the name of every- 
thing that we must preserve for the 
future, I pray my compatriots, those 
who can bear arms, those who have 
no families, to enlist in the regi- 
ments actually in formation.” 

In these words Hon, Thos, Chase 
Casgrain, Postmaster - General. of 
Canada, concluded an address to the 
Liberal-Conservative Association of 
this city at a luncheon tendered to 
him on Saturday afternoon.

ALLIES’ PATIENCE STRAINED. 


Entente Powers Make Charge 

Against Neutrality of Sweden. 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The relations 
between Sweden and the Entente 
Powers are attracting unusual at- 
tention bere, and there fs every indi- 
cation that the situation threatens 
to become acute. With-the dispute 
as to mail selzurea still unsettled, 
there bas now arisen the charge by 
the Allies that the neutrality of 
Sweden is not so loyal and impartial 
as it should be. ~ This bas drawn 
from Stockholm a reply as tart and 
as crisp as some of the notes in the 
mail controversy which ‘were char- 
acterized by Viscount Grey as con- 
taining words not usually found in 
diplomatic correspondence. 

The new point of contact wiih the 
Swedes is the outgrowth of the 
practice of belligerent shipping in 
using Swedish territorial waters for 
all Baltic tratc. Within the safety 
of this neutral three-mile limit 
British and other ships of the En- 
tente nations have sailed defiantly 
Into and out of the Baltic, paying

Similarly German merchant- 
ships’ have salled up and down the 
west coast of Sweden, hearily laden 
with foodstuffs and {ron ores, while 
Russian destroyers in the northern 
reaches of the Baltic have been im- 
potent to act. 


Roumanians Deliver Counter-Stroke, 

LONDON, Oct 3.—Brief announce- 
ments from both Bucharest and Ber- 
lin that the Roumanians had crossed 
the Danube south of their capital 
and invaded Bulgaria was the only 
news of this important move in that. 
theatre to resch here Monday night. 
The newspapers, however, hail the 
Manoeuvre as a dramatic counter- 
stroke against the Bulgarians for the 
defeat of the Roumanians suffered 
at Hermannstadt. 

The Times says it hoges Rouman- 
fans did not cross with small forces, 
“because the river is wide nnd the 
southern bank higher than the 
northern, so that all disadvantages 
of position are against the Rouman- 
fans.

THROW OPEN HUNDREDS OF

BRITISH COLUMBIA 


PRINCE GEORGE, B.C., Oct. 4.-- 
The British Columbla Governmect 
will throw open for settlement on 
October 9th, two large tracts of 
land containing 400 homesteads of 
160 acres each. These homesteads 
are in the most fertile districts ‘n 
Central British Columbia, One of the 
tracts Iles along the north side of the 
Nechako River, about eight miles 
east of Fort Fraser, while the other 
block is on the west side of the Stu- 
art River, near its Junction with the 
Nechako. 

These lands have been under re- 
serve since 1911, but the progress of

Answering Germany’s contention that the Zeppelins are 
justified in raiding London and thereby keeping on duty in Eng- 
land a certain number of guns and troops, a high Admiralty of- 
ficial said today: 

“We have plenty of men and guns in France. French anti- 
aircraft guns were used here temporarily some time ago, as ' they 
were not needéd:on the'front; where’ Zeppelins do not visit.” 


GERMANS ADMIT SYSTEM BROKEN 


Their Military. Organization Falls Before the British—Foe’s 
Telephone Lines Prove Inadequate at the Front, Says 
General Yon Arnim—High Tribute Paid to General Halg’s 
Soldiers. 


WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE 
Oct. 5.—Germany is short of guns, aeroplanes and war material 
of all sorts, but not of food, according to a most sensationally in- 
teresting document the British have captured, which is called 
the “Experiences of the Fourth German Corps in the Battle of 
the Somme.” , 

The document was written as instructions to the troops. It 
was drawn from the lessons of the battle by General Count von 
nim, the corps commander, who has been fighting against the 
British throughout the offensive. This long-detailed revela- 
tion of the inner thoughts of the German Staff discusses the 
methods and shortcomings of every branch of the German army 
in view of the unexpected power-and organization the British 
have shown. The document starts out by paying a tribute to 
the British infantry, ‘which undoubtedly has learned much 
since last autumn’s offensive.” 

“It shows great dash in attack,” the document eontiatea 
“The Englishman also has physique and training in his favor. 
One must acknowledge the skill of the English in. rapidly con- 
eolidating captured positions and their great tenacity in the de- 
fenceof them.” 

Because the breech actions of so many German rifles have 


| been clogged with dirt, General von Arnim suggests in the docu- 


ment that it would be advisable to fit a cover over the breech 
of the rifles like that used in the British army, which can easily 
be unfastened and then hangs from the’ rifle. 


Explicit instructions are given in the document to the ar-: 


tillery to change their methods of placing batteries in villages 
and behind steep slopes, because of the British method of distri- 
bution of their artillery fire, which prodically searches all obvi- 
ous shelters. Owing to the terrific concentration of the British 
artillery fire, says the document, front lines of trenches should 
be thinly held and dependence placed on small groups of ma- 
chine gunners. Once the British lay a curtain of fire on a 

ench, it adds, the men had better evacuate it and lie down 
in the open. 

Most interesting to the officers, in view of the fact that the 
British have ‘so consistently held ground: they. have ‘taken 
against counter-attack, is what General Arnim says on the sub 
ject: ; 

“If counter-attack, which on account of the situation ought 
to be methodically prepared, are hurried, they cost much blood, 
because the troops lose their trust in the leaders if they fall, 
which nearly always happens,” says General von Arnim,

‘Ina despatch Sir Ian Hamilton 
wrote of Sir W..R. Birdwood as fol- 
lows: “Lieut.-General Sir W. R. 
Birdwood has been the soul of An- 


ations during “the past year publish-

stamped upon the memories efius all. 

“A-year ago his Imperial Majesty 
the’ Czar of all/the Russias asaumed, 
in'person the command of his forces 
operating by sea and‘ land, and ‘plac- 
ed’ atithe disposal’ of his’ great coun-: 
try the weight of his immense au- 
thority: “That we admired Te- 
spected the Grand Duke Nicholas

To Record Babe's Identity. 

There will be no more change- 
lings or Slingsby baby cases if a new 
system of recording a child’s iden- 
tity {s generally adopted. The Onger- 
print system is how employed by the 
police in all countries. A convict 
whose thumb-print has once Been 
taken can always be identified, 

There are obvious difficulties about 
taking a baby’s finger-print — the 
hands are always curling and clutch- 
ing—but its feet present no such ob- 
stacle, What applies to fnger- 
prints applies to foot-prints. | The 
impression of a baby’s foot once 
taken forms a life record, 

The foot-print system is already 
employed in one great foreign ma- 
ternity hospital with most satisfac- 
tory results, All that is necessary Is 
to cover the sole of the child’s foot 
with printer’s ink by means of a 
roller, and then transfer the impres- 
sion to a sheet of paper. The ink 
can be cleaned off the foot with al- 
cohol, Care must be taken not to 
disturb the impressions before they. 
are dry. It is claimed that there will 
then exist for all time a record of the 
baby’s identity hich would carry 
weight In any court of law in after 
years. No matter how much the feet 
grow, the.lines will have grown with 
them, and their pattern will not be 
changed.

“—They. Destroy” the Coal ‘Mines. ‘Before Hetiring—Russtans 
and Roumanians Co-operate. oh 


LONDON, Oct. '5.—At only one point on the pattlefronts in 
the Balkans werethe allied troops defeated today. An: encircling 
movement by Mackensen’s forces compelled the Roumanians, 
who had inyaded Bulgaria near the Dobrudja border, to retire 
across the Danube. On every other-front the allied armies not 
onty repelled the enemy’s attempts to advance, but pushed for- 
ward their.own lines to a considerable distance. 
™.. In the Dobrudja the Russians and Roumanians forced back 
Mackensen’s lines at several points and captured more than 

1,000 prisoners. In Transylvania King Ferdinand’s troops 
pushed ahead in the Georgeny Valley, and in the mountains west 
of the River Alt, and defeated the Teutons in furious fighting 
at Orsova, near the iron gates of the Danube, and in the re- 
gions near Gogaras and Odorkim. In the Jiul Valley near Pe- 
troseny, the Austrians gained a little ground, the Roumanians 
destroying the coal mines in the vicinity before retiring. Over 
3,000 prisoners were taken by the Roumanians earns the day’s 
engagements. 

Meanwhile, moving from Vidin, on the Danube, the Bulgari- 
ans seized the river island of Malak Kalafat and opened a bom- 
bardment of the Roumanian city of Kalafat on the river bank. 
Roumanian troops in Kalafat and a force entrenching around 
the nearby village of Gludican were dispersed, according to the: 
Bulgarian report. 

Russian naval forces are taking on increasingly active part 
in the’ operations against the, Bulgars and Germans in the Do- 
brudja sector. Today’s official report from Petrograd announces 
that Russian gunboats havé worked their way up the Danube 
beyond Cernavoda and have been raking the enemy’s left flank 
near Rachova with a destructive fire. Mangalla, on the Black 
Sea caost, again has been the target for shells from Russian 
warships. :

i “Despite the efforts of the official announcement to throw 
. the responsibility for the resignation upon the Entente,” says 
the correspondent, “‘the fact remains that the immediate cause 
was the King’s unshakable determination to adhere to neutrall- 
ty at all costs to himself and his country. After waiting vainly 
for recognition from the Entente powers, M. Kaierogopoulos 
decided to sound M, Briand, through the Greek Minister at Paris, 
as to the conditions under which the Entente would accept 
Greece’s entry into the war. 
f “M. Briand’s answer, frank and categorical, was ‘in effect, 
that although: the situation o% today had entirely changed— 
Greece having forfeited the sympathies she had enjoyed among 
the Entente, one of whom, namely, Italy, opposed her adhesion

It will be said that the submers- 
ible boat can be made larger, can 
bé more heavily armed, can -be ar- 
mored. Up to a point that {s true, 
but there comes a stage at which 
the advantage of submersion is lost 
by reason of size. There comes a 
stage, too, when the Iimits of engin- 
eering are reached—in our present 
development of knowledge — and 
then it becomes a question of whe- 
ther It is better to build a slow elec- 
tric-motor-driven ship that can sub- 
merge or a fast steamship that can- 
not. There can be no doubt of what 
will be the answer of seamen and 
naval architects to that. 

Why were submarines ever armed 
with guns? What advantage has the 
gun over the torpedo? 

The first and greatest advantage is 
that of accuracy of aim. The shell 
from a gun ‘is far more likely to hit 
&@ moving target than the torpedo 
from a tube. 

The second advantage is speed. A 
shell from a three-inch gun will 
reach a target a mile away in 2.38 
seconds. The torpedo will take 79.2 
seconds to cover the same distance. 
Also a three-inch gun will have fired 
thirty-two shells, each of which will 
have reached the target, when the 
one torpedo, fired at the same time 
as the first shell, arrived there. 

figures for the heavier guns, 
of course, are different, because the 
13.6-inch gan naturally” does not fire 
80 rapidly as the 3-inch, nor is it 
likely to be used at co short a range 
as one mile. At a reasonable range 
for big guns to be in action, six 13,5- 
inch shells would reach the target in 
the time it takes one torpedo to 
cover the distance.

The Day of Atonement or “Yom 
Kippur,” the most important Jewish 
festival, commences at sunset today 
and lasts until! sundown on Saturday. 
night. During that period Hebrews 
abstain from-food and drink. The 
festival concludes the 10 Days of Re- 
pentance which started on the Jewish 
New Year's day. | 

“Yom Kippuur” is the most sol- 
emn of all days In the Jewish cal- 
endar, and is given up to fasting 
and prayer, the whole day being 
spent in the synagogue. Reform 
and orthodox Jews celebrate the day 
alike. According to ancient Hebraic 
tradition, the Day of Atonement 
when spent in lp yer and fasting 
will bring pardon‘ for sins between 
God and man; but as for sins com- 
mitted by man against his fellow 
man the Day cannot bring pardon 
until he has appeased his fellow 
man.

$500 ts the penalty for contravening 
the regulations. 

In France wine shops are forbid- 
den to sell any form of aleohol be- 
fore noon. to women and 
children are barred at any hour.

He threw: the 
strap besjde the body, but contrary 
to-first reports, the bag has not been 
found, although a search was made 
yesterday. The deeds and farm papers 
were in a tin box in the frame shack 
Montgomery had built to replace his 
brick house which was burned. This 
box was pried open with a knife and 
all the contents extracted. It {s prob- 
able this part of the theft was com- 
mitted Tuesday night. A young ‘man 
in the village declares he drove by in 
the evening and saw a light in the 
window, although Montgomery must 
have been dead some hours at that 
time. 

The whole nelghborhood is aroused 
over the murder. So far Constable 
St. Charles has worked alone, though 
the assistance of the provincial police 
is expected, St. Charles has worked 
on the case practically night and day 
since the murder, The autopsy on the 
body was made in the driving shed, 
where Montgomery died. A fractured 
skull caused by two blows from a 
skap edged tool, sucn as the spade 
remnant, caused death. The body was 
buried this afternoon in Lake Cem- 
etery. The inquest will be held Mon- 
day afternoon at three o’clock in 
Hart’s School House, four miles 
form Madoc.

RUSSIANS GAIN NEAR LEMBERG 


Concentrate Their Blows on the Galician Front—Big German 
Attacks—Fearful Slaughter in the Czar’s Latest: Offensive 
Movements in Yolhynia—Teutons Hurl Tremendous 
Amount of Artillery on Short Front. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—A fresh gain toward Lemberg from the 
southeast is claimed by the Russians’ who have been concentra- 
ting their blows on the Galician front for the last twenty-four 
hours. A temporary lull, due to the utter exhaustion of\both 
armies, has come in Volhynia, following what belated despatch- 
es describe as the most furious battle of the war. 

The newest Russian advance has been made in the Brze- 


zany district following repeated assaults on the Austro-German- 
Turkish lines. The gains were held against determined coun- 
ter-attacks delivered with all the strength of the new forces 
which von Hindenburg is reported. to have sent to this line. 

Gn the front northeast of Lemberg the Russians admit that 
they have been held in check by the determined resistance of 
the Teutons. Heavy counter attacks have marked the Austro- 
German defence of this front. Berlin announces the repulse 
of Russian attacks near Wysocke, Dubie and Zarkow. 

News is just beginning to reach here of the fearful slaugh- 
ter in Volhynia which has marked the latest Russian offensive 
in that region. A temporary lull has come to enable the ex- 
hauéted troops to recuperate for fresh efforts. . 

According to despatches from the front the main. assaults 
of the Russians were made on a front of more than thirty miles,

A GASOLINE MYSTERY. 


The price of gasoline has been cut 
another cent to a rate of 22 cents a 
, }gallon.—New York World, September 
8. 

On the same date gasoline was sel- 
ling in Montreal at 33 cents per gal- 
lon. By what mysterious process does 
gasoline become go valuable in Can- 
ada? It is true that the Imperial gal- 
Jon in Canada {s larger than the Un- 
ited. States gallon, the former being 
equal to 4.5436 litres, as against the 
,»American 3.78523 Itres, but that does 
not make a difference of 13 cents per 
gallon. Canada spends $60,000,000 a 
year on gasoline, illuminating of] lub- 
ricating ol] and other by-products of 
mineral oll, and $55,900,000 at least 

of that goes out of the country into 
the treasury of the Standard O}l Com- 
pany. Since the war began the com- 
pany has raised the price to Canadian 
consumers to such an extent that a 
tribute of an additional $15,090,000 
to $20,000,000 is being extracted 
from Canada’s surplus wealth to be 
carried over the border into the pock- 
ets of this gigantic foreign trust. 

There is no need whatever for Can- 
adians to pay this steggering tribute 
to a foreign corporation. In Alberta 
in the Mackenzie Valley, and in the 
Yukon, we have immense ofl deposits 
and the shale oll resources of New 
Brunswick alone are capable of pro- 
ducing from 200,000,000 to 300,000- 
000 gallons of gasoline a year. Why 
does not the Dominion Government 
devise a broad and comprehensive 
scheme for developing the oll resours- 
es of Canada? Mr. P. A. O'Farrell, 
who has made an extensive study of 
this problem, recently gave the rea- 
son in a memorandum he sent td Sir 
Robert Borden. In that memorandum 
he charged that the Provincial and 


Federal Governments in Canada had! 


been made subservient to the Stand- 
ard Oll Company, and that that com- 
pany is receiving every ald to make 
its hold on the oil industry in this 
country such that it will be able to 
strangle all comperztion.—Montreal 
Herald.

The Germans having captured 
Douamont were enabled to fire upon 
the bridges used by the French for 
crossing the river. The French made 
@ stand and held the hills beyond the 
ridge, Dead Mans Hill and 304, and 
they hold them now They have the 
Chorney ridge behind them, which 
would give them, If necessary, a much 
stronger line than the one now held 
i by them, On any side the Germans 
have not got within three miles of 
Verdun.

Harper, 
yesterday afternoon opened the in- 
quest at Hart’s School House into the 
murder of Walter Montgomery, the 
eccentric farmer who was found dead 
in his drive house on Thursday morn- 
ink last. The old fashioned’bullding 
was packed to the door. Automobiles 
carried crowds from all the conces- 
sions The jury were crowded into one 

’ corner of the building, the spectators 
using the school seats. Evidence was 
‘taken in the afternoon from three 
o'clock until fire-thirty and in the ev- 
ening from 7.30 to 8.30.

On Sunday witness found an axe 
standing alongside a wood pile.

On'the stick 
were a few hairs pretty well towards 
one end. The hairs were near the 
end. The hair wasasort of reddish, 
resembling that of the dead man. - 

Witness—-I did not notice any 
sign of a scuffle although there was a 
bag of apples lying close to him. He 
might have fallen against them and 
upset some of them. ; 

The body was found in the drive 
house which had one large door and 
another towards the house. 

Deceased was & bachelor about 55 
years of age and lived alone. He was 
reported to have a considerable sum 
of money around him. No trace of 
the school bag or papers was found. 

Witness knew- Walter Montgomery. 
He was ’ little queer. Some of the 
famly laid an information against 
Walter some time ago and Walter 
was in the custody of Mr. St. Charles 
for elght or nine days. Witness had 
no trouble at all with -Walter, As a 
result of this the boys never had the 
same feeling towards one another. 
Once Joseph came and said, *‘What 
are you keeping this man here .so 
long for?’”” He appeared to be angry 
because Walter was not released.

One trunk was upstairs 
in the house, Down stairs was a new 
trunk locked and not interfered with.

This trunk was left at the house as 
not throwing any light on the tragedy 

There was no evidence that any 
one had tried to ransack or pillage 
the house. 


“I'm an Innocent Man." 


“When did you have your  firat 
talk with Joseph?” Friday evening In 
the neighborhood of five o'clock. 
With him were his sister and a man 
named Smith. St. Charles said he 
asked Joseph if he would not go 
back to Walter's and look after the 
stock. 

Joe sald he might go over there. 
He did not like to go back again. 
“There is a suspicion” he said, “and 
I’m an’ innocent man’and 1 don't 
know as I'll go.” That’s the way he 
expressed it. 

~ How Reporter Got Story 

Smith went to St. Charles’ place 
‘and represented. himself as detective 
and thenag-reporter. He claimed he 
had been gp.aome bad cases 
in the west. He did not represent 
himself as an officer of justice or of 
a staff of any department. He did not 
produce any credential. He sald he 
was sent out to track the case. 


Joseph Placed Under Arrest 


Constable St. Charles recelved a 
Warrant on Saturday morning to ap- 
prehend Joseph, Witness met him 
near Walter's place between five and 
six o’clock in the evening. He met 
him at the point the nearest way ‘9 
his home, although it was not the 
best or usual road. Inspector Reburn 
and Constable St. Charles arrested 
him, Joseph was in a buggy with his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Campbell, of 
Belleville. After being warned, Joe 
said “No, I'm not gullty.”” He wanted 
to know what he was being arrested 
for, witness told him that the people 
blamed him for the murder. 

On the way to Madoc, he would not 
say much. He did not deny, nor did he 
admit the deed. 

Nothing Found on Joseph's Premises 

Witness received a warrant to in- 
spect Joseph’s premises on the 7th. 
He and Inspector Reburn searched 
Joseph's house, which is a mile anda 
half east of Walter’s. 

“Did you find anything that the 
jury should know?" asked Mr, Car- 
new. 

“Nothing.” 

“Did you make a careful exhaus- 
tive search?” 

“YT ald.” 

“OC what?” 

Oe searched the beds, cupboards 
and outbuildings. “I did not find any- 
thing at all.”” His mother was there 
with his two sisters. 

A damnged soft black hat was 
found on the morning of the murder 
by the body near the nead. 


Two Terrible Fractures 


Dr. Wm. Allan Dafoe, Madoc, made 
a postmorten on Thursday on the re- 
mains at the drive house. Dr. Harper 
was present at the time. Witness saw 
the man lying on the floor, blood was 
running from the ears and mouth. 

The man could not have been dead 
over 48 hours. Rigor mortis was 
well marked. 

Two punctured wounds behind the 
ear one about an inch above the oth- 
er, entered the skull. It would re- 
quire heavy blows to cause them. The 
spade and the spike would not’ be 
hoavy enough. The bar might have 
caused it, 

He was apparently not struck 
more than twice. 


Walter Probably Had Mental ‘Trou- 


ble, 


The doctor found a good many ad- 
hesions between the membranes of 
the brain, showing that Walter had 
probably had some trouble with his 
mind. ‘ : 


There was a clot of three ounces or 
so of blood’on the brain. There was a 
fracture of three or four inches. A 
plece of bone had besn broken {non 
the brain. 

Death was caused asa result of the 
two blows he received from behind. 

Dr. Dafoe knew the family. Six 
years ago he examined Walter for 
sanity as he was alleged to have at- 
tempted to commit suicide. 

“I made a very carefu) examina- 
tion and made a report which was 
handed in to the magistrate.” .The 
family withdrew the charge. I con- 
sidered that he was not sane. Ho 
had an idea that everybody was per- 
secuting him. I did not see any- 
thing alarming with his actions” But 
one never can tell how soon a man 
may-become yiolent. 


Walter Was Morose ~~ 


Wm. J. Moorecroft, who lives on 
the next farm to the deceased, de- 
clared that Waiter Iived alone and 
was looked upon as a little odd. Wal- 
ter did not seem to want to talk. He 
was morose and despandent. He op- 
erated a 150 acre farm. I saw him 
last alive on Monday morning  be- 
tween seven and elght o’clock at tho 
cheese factory with his milk. I had no 
cl.ance to talk with him. His appear- 
ance did not Indicate that anything 
was wrong with him.” 


How Tragedy was Discovered 


Deceased had six cows. The milk 
was drawn to the factory by | Mr. 
Cali on Tuesday. Wednesday none 
was drawn. On Thursday morning {t 
was noticed that the milk was not rea- 
dy and the whey not emptied. John 
Alexander and witness went down at 
eight o'clock to the house. The house 
wea locked. They looked through 
the windows but could not see clearly 
because of the bright sun. The dog 
was outside the house. The mon 
looked into the barn to see if the 
buggy was gone. All was all right 
there. They went back end witness 
notified Joseph who was in a field, 
that there must be something wrong. 
Joseph went back to his team and 
sald he would come out as quickly as 
he could. Witness went home and 
Joseph came up to his place and thoy 
with Mr. McMullen went down <o 
Walter's. Joseph wanted to raise the 
window of the house with an axe but 
the others sald no. 


“He's Done It At Last.” 


They went to the ¢rive shed. Jos- 
eph looked in and said, “Here he 5s, 
he's done ft at last.” 

Witness and McMullen who were 
some distance away went up to the 
door. Joseph was still outside the 
drive house. He had not entered the 
building. The three entered and look- 
ed at Walter. Witness suggested leav- 
ing the remains as they were until! the 
authorities were notified. The head 
was only two feet from the small door 
to the east. The body was on its 
face slightly on the left. One hand 
was under him. The hat was lying at 
his head. 

There were a few spatters of blood 
on a bag. Witness saw no other signs 


of blood. 
Joseph Took on Quite Bad. 


Joseph seemed to take on quite bad 
—crled and made quite a fusss, He 
said ‘Walter,’ ‘Walter’, ‘Walter.’ That 
was about all he sald. 

Witness knew Walter carried a 
bag arouind him but he did not know 
of any money being in it. His living 
expenses would not be large. He 
never took any holidays, but stayed 
right at home. Witness did not know 
anything of his financial condition. 
He sold a few young cattle every 
spring. Walter was a Presbyterian, 
but of late years he had not gone 
much to church. Witness knew of the 
time when Walter was said to have 
taken the Paris green. At that time 
eight or nine years ago, he was lir- 
{ng with his mother and sister and 
perhaps Joseph. Walter went to 
Guelph sanitorium in charge of wit- 
nes and Joseph, He remained there 
about three months, Joseph operated 
the farm for the period when Walter 
was in the sanitorium. 

The mother lafd an information 
against Walter and that was the 
time the family separated, the _mo- 
ther and sister going to live with. 
Joseph. Witness had seen the two 
brothers together. The last time was 
Inst fall or a year ago last fall when 
they were working in witness’ barn.

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WILSON WARNS THE GERMANS 
TO FULFILL ALL PROMISES 


LONG BRANCH, N.J., Oct. 9.—President Wilson announc- 
ed today, as a result of the German submarine attacks on ves- 
sels off the American coast, that “the German government wil 
be held to the complete fulfillment of its promises to the gov- 
ernment of the United States.” He added that he had no right 
now to question its willingness to fulfill them. 

The announcement that the Secretary-of State would con- 
fer with the President confirmed the impression gained earlier 
in the day that the American government considered the attacks 
on ships off the American coast by a German submarine as 
fraught with grave possibilities. At the time it was made clear 
that there was nothing in the reports so far received to show 
that international law or the earlier promises of Germany have 
been violated. 

Just before Count von Bernstorff, the German ambagsador, 
called on the President at Shadow Lawn, Mr. Wilson issued the 
following statement: 

“The Government will, of course, first inform itself as to all 

the facts, that there may be no doubt or mistake so far as they 
are concerned. . : 
_ “The country may rest assured that the German govern- 
ment will be held to the complete fulfillment of its promises to 
the Government of the United States. I have no right now to 
question its willingness to fulfill them.” : 

Count von Bernstorff, following his talk with President 
Wilson, declared that from information-in his possession all the 
attacks on vessels off the American coast bysa German subma- 
rine had been conducted in accordance with international war- 
fare. “Germany has promised to conduct her submarine war- 
fare in accordance with the rules of cruiser warfare,” the Ger- 
man ambassador said, “and Germany always keeps her 
promises.” : ‘

Coulson and I have been spending the 


summer with our son, Clare Coulson, ; 


who has a fruit farm of fifty acres ly- 
ing midway between Grimsby and 
Beamsville. The house is bullt on a 
rise of ground and commands a splen- 
did view of Lake Ontario. We have 
found fruit-farming most interesting 
having followed the gathering and 
shipping of all kinds, first strawber- 
ries, then in regular order, sweet 
and sour cherries, raspberries, black 
curants, Bartlett pears, several var- 
ities of early peaches, plums, grapes, 
Elberta ipeaches and now comes the 
apples and winter pears. , 

Two electric cars pass our door ev- 
ery hour, going east and west  be- 
tween Hamilton and Beamsville. Plat- 
form stations are numerous along the 
route from which fruit ean be ship- 
ped. When the rush is on there is an 
average of 360 carloads a week be- 
sides at the lowest estimate, 75,000 
baskets dally. One man alone put 
1700 baskets of peaches in Hamilton 
market evry day. 

There are ten large canning factor- 
fes all working full time taking care 
of the fruit which is constantly pour-

Frem a long-range station on the 
west coast of England wireless mes- 
sages are sent out by the Govern- 
ment every day. Sometimes three 
or four messages are circulated in 
twenty-four hours. They are sent 
westward — the control of direetion 
being possible under one of the lat: 
est inventions in connection with 
wireless telegraphy—no that they 
Teach practically all parts of North 
and South America. 

The German Government paid 
special attention to this business of 
influencing neutral opinion from the 
moment that hostilities began. The 
British Government service {s now 
coping effectively with the German 
publicity campaign.

Eel a Source of Profit. 


Eels are not in form pleasing to; 
the eye, nor do their habits commend 
them to the taste. Nevertheless in 
Europe and America their fiesh is In 
demand, and scientists tell us it bas 
great food value. It may be news to 
many that eels re caught at certain 
points in Canadh and shipped to the 
States, where the market for them is 

, The chief centre in a 
for this industry is at Iberville, near 
8t. Johns, Quebec. The Thuot fam- 
fly at that point have a license from 
the Government for laying traps, 
whieb extend in a zigzag line almost 

entirely across the Richelieu River, 
whieh at that point is about half a 
mile wide. Early every morning the 
traps are examined and the catch 
removed and deposited in large vats 
which Ie partly submerged near the 
shore. These vats are the store- 
houses from which the eels are taken 
as the market calls for them. 

The Richelieu River, by reason of 
{ts muddy bottom and the softness of 
its water, is said locally to be par- 
ticularly well adapted for the propa- 
gation of eels. Naturalists, however, 
tell us that they have not very much 
precise data as to the habits of this 
fish. But the fact is eels are caught 
in the Richelieu up to a yard or more 
in length, with a girth equal to that 
ofan average man’s arm. Four or 
five eel catchers are continually em- 
ployed, and the director of this 


unique enterprise is sald to have ac- iin. 


quired a moderate comipetence. Some 
say the net profits last year were not 
wery far short of $10,000, Ship- 
ments average about four barrels a 
day, and they go chiefly to Chicago.

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A TERRIBLE JOURNEY 


STORY OF OFFICIAL STUPIDITY 
COMES FROM INDIA. 


A Body of Territorials Who Were 
Sent Across One Thousand Miles 
of Desert in the Heat of Summer 
With Inadequate Hospital and 
Train Service Suffered Untold 
Agonics From Thirst and Heat 
Stroke. 


N amazing story of the tragic 

death of British Territorial 

; soldiers landed in India has 

been revealed in London 

Truth, It appears that the men were 

despatched on a journey of more 

than 1,000 miles through the desert 

without proper medical attendance 

and with nothing to protect them 
against the terrible heat. 

The story which, {n Truth, is en- 
titled,““A Troop Train Tragedy,” is 
as follows: 

“Indian military administration bas 
not covered itself with glory during 
the war, but none of its blunders has 
been more inexcusable’ and more 
shocking than the recent tragic jour- 
ney of a troop train from Karachi to 
Peshawar. Not all the facts have 
yet been divulged even in Indla— 
indeed, so far as I have seen, thc 
newspapers there have only publish- 
ed short and colorless reports eman- 
ating from official sources. 

“But the numerous letters that 1 
have received, many of them from 
army officers, testify to the’ horror 
the affair has excited among all ac- 
quainted with the details, and but 
for the preoccupation of the press 
and the public with the war tbe 
story would assuredly raise a storm 
of indignation here at home. 

“In the month of June the rail- 
way journey from Karachi to Pesha- 
war, a distance of over 1,000 miles, 
fe one of the hottest In the world, 
For some hundreds of miles the line 
goes through the baking Sind de- 
sert, where the shade temperature 
is anything up‘to 126. Mail trains 
perform the Journey in twenty-four 
hours,. Troop trains take from two 
and a half to five days for the sam? 
journey because—the health 
comfort of soldiers being of the 
least importance—they are drawn 
by the slowest engines and have to 
give place to all other passenge> 
traffic. ; 

“On this journey, a severe ordeal 
even for acclimated white men, the 
military jackasses i authority at 
Karachi despatched ‘about a thou- 
sand British soldiers just disem- 
barked from the transport which 
had conveyed them from England. 
The men were sent out as drafts 
for various different units in India, 
territorial aud regular. As usual 
the troop train was made up of old 
third-class carriages which, with the 
exception of 2e wooden seats, are 
Mtue better than good trucks. Into 
these vehicles the soldiers were 
packed like ‘sardines, 

“One correspondent says they were 
still wearing English clothing. There 
were no punkahs or fans. Ice was 
supplied at Karachi—nominally one 
pound per man, but half of it melted 
before they received it. I am assur- 
ed that the only water for drinking 
was what wa carried In the men’s 
water bottles, and that there was 
neither water nor any accommoda- 
tion for washing. 

“Three doctors traveled with the 
train, but, like the men, they were 
new to India, and so, devotedly 
though they worked, they were hope- 
lessly handicaped by their lack of 
experience as well as by thelr own 
sufferings from the intense heat. 
Two second-class carriages, each 
with lying-down accommodation for 
two patients, bad been set apart for 
use as a hospital.. 

“The train pulled up at Robri, 
229 mile, from Karachi, ~23 hours 
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pater it started. Gy cuir cue a 

number of men were, sick, dying or 
already dead from heat strokes. 
Beven corpses were removed ‘from 
the train at Rohbri and 32 patients 
in a critical condition were taken 
across the River Indus to the Civil 
Hospital at Sukkur, where in spite 
of everything that could be done for 
them five more diced. During. the 
halt at Rohbri a meal was served in 
the station shed, where thé troops 
were shielded from the rays of the 
sun only by an fron roof. When the 
journey was resumed more heat 
strokes occurred and a carriage had 
to be turned into a mortuary. 

“As the result of urgent tele- 
graphic messages a further bat inad- 
equate supply of ice was obtained en 
route, and at Lahore the train was 
met by a. staff of medical officers, 
nurses, and orderiies. Sixty-seven 
patients were transferred to the can- 
tonment hospital at Lahore For 
the rest of the journey a medical 
man with Indian experience accom- 
panied the train and an extra engine 
was provided to expedite it. 

“At Rawalpind! 37 more patients 
were taken from the train to the 
hospital. This made the total num- 
ber of hospital cases 136. A semi- 
official statement issued from Simla 
gave 15 as the total number of 
deaths, including those of Robri, but 
my correspondents assert that there 
were at least 25. 

“A number of junior officers from, 
regiments in the Punjab went down 
to Karachi to meet the drafts for 
their units and returned with «the 
train. 1 am told that they unavall- 
ingly pointed out the danger that 
would arise from the overcrowding, 
the heat andthe slowntss of the 
journey, and took the precaution of 
obtaining for themselves an extra 
store of ice, which they handed over 
for the use of the sick. The danger 
might have been lessened, if not re— 
moved altogether, by giving the men 
ample accom:nodation (there is ne 
shortage of rolling stock), such 
means of alleviating the heat az 
other travelers get and a faster 
train or trains. But the callous 
stupidity of the staff was imper- 
vious to renson or warning, and 
these unfortunate soldiers were or- 
dered fort: on a journey whose hor- 
rors cau oaly be feebly imagined, 
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Banana Crop Destroyed. 

Information collected from all 

parts of the island of Jamaica re- 
specting the damage done by the re-. 
‘cent hurricane, indicates that for all 
practical purposes this year’s banana 
crop has been completely destroyed, 
the crop for 1917 reduced by fifty 
per cent., and barring further blows, 
the full output from all plantations 
will nct be in effect. before 1918.

that British and German territory) 
adjoin for some hundreds of miles, 
the work of defending this country 
from an enemy prepared for aggres- 
sive warfare is no light task. Of 
course the British here were not pre- 
Dared—ca va sans dire—there wana 
mere handful of colored troops here 
at the commencement of hostilities 

The enemy's chief objective 
throughout the campaign has been 
the Uganda Railway, which runs 
parallel to the German frontier, as 
far as the Victor Nyanza. But the 
untiring activity of our troops has 
foiled them from the beginning. Our 
patrols have been constantly in touch 
with the enemy; this in itself: is no 
light task, for the nature of the coun- 
try is such that most ‘of the patrols 
are performed by infantry, and in- 
fantry work, as close to the equator 
as this, with equipment. ammunition, 
ete., is worse than the fighting itself. 

With so much bappening in Eu- 
Tope, but little notice is taken of a 
patrol skirmish in East Africa, but 
bere it ts terribly real. A small 
party of men go out to patrol the 
railway, a sudden burst of fring is 
heard, and then silence, and the re- 
inforcements find nothing but mu- 
tiated corpses, for victory is to the 
patrol that sees its enemy first, a case 
ef ambushing or belng ambushed. ° 

One battle we had, the battle of 
Bukoba, in Jume of this year, and it 
was a complete success, Bukoba, a 
port on the German side of the Vic- 
toria Nyanza lake, was being used by 
the enemy a headquarters for 
their ers. After two days’ Oight- 
ing, we completely routed the enemy, 
and destroy-" the wireless station, 
and an accumulation of stores and 
ammunition, It was in this rafd that 
& gallant Canadian—Sergeant-Major 
Bottomley, of Toronte—was killed. 

British East Africa is a country 
well worth sceing, if one ia traveling 
for pleasure, Kilimanjaro, the high- 
est mountain In Africa, is a remark- 
able sight. This mountain is some 
19,000 feet high, and while the base 
{s usually entirely screened by cloud 
banks, the huge snow peaks can be 
seen from hundreds of miles, a sight 
hot to be forgotten, for in the swelt- 
ering heat, where the very sand 
seems to burn the skin, it scems {m- 
possible that one Is looking on deep 
frozen snow. x 

Theg there is the game, and it is 
the truth, that East Africa is named 
the hunters’ paradise, for in the for- 
est region of the coast, are occa- 
sional herds of elephunts, and sbriek- 
ing tribes of baboons and monkeys, 
while the leopard and cheetah lurk 
{2 the undergrowth, Further west 
on the Masoj plains, the veldt ts lit- 
terally black with thousands upon 
Shousands of spring-bak, congonl, 
ha:tebeeste, and buffalo, Zebra, os- 
trich, and giraffe are also numerous, 
and the jackals, hyenas, and vultures 
—the scavengers of the country—nre 
sverywhere. At. night on outpost 
duty, the deep toned roar of the lion 
Is sometimes heard, proving that the 
Xlog of beasts is by no means ex- 
Unct. Duty has taken men ‘o prac- 
tically every part of East Africa, 
within trekking distance of the rail- 
way, and one of the wonders of the 
world is the soda-lakes. Big lakes, 
appearing from the distance, like any 
other lakes, but instead of water, 
Hmitless tons of soda, which seems | 
to radiate heat and the fumes of 
which give one an intolerable thirst. 

Needless to say I am looking for- 
ward to the cessation of hostilities, 
which will enable me to rejoin my 
wife and friends in the land of the 
Maple Leaf. 

“It is grim work out here,” writes 
Regimental Sergt.-Major Roy Ed- 
wards, of the 26th (New Brunswick) 
Battalion, ‘In the five months that 
I have been at the front I hare seen 
awful tings.

Seared low, the power would be suf- 
ficlent to climb at an angle of 45 
degrees provided the wheel grip 
were sufficient. The weight of the 
“tanks” is said to be about 400 tons, 
and to move In depressions some- 
thing like 20,000 horsepower would 
be required. Turbine and even re- 
ciprocal engines in big ships can de- 
liver, from steam propulsion, 70,000 
and 80,000 horse-power, but ‘their 
sise and weight would make them 
impossible for land-car purposes, 
even if oll were used for fuel, The 
ships driven by Diesel engines are 
motor-propelled, ‘and can develop 
4,000 horse-power. The Selandia, 
the first of the kind to go into prac- 
tical service, had a tonnage of 
about’ 5,000, and travelled at 12 to 
14 knots an hour, But nothing in 
the motor Industry was ever before 
put together to possess enough 
power to move 400 tons on wheels 
up and down craters, guileys, 
through bricl walls, over fences and 
s trees, and even through _ buildings. 
The building of these mechanical 
* monsters was organized during Lord 
Kitchener's administration of the 
; War Department. it is representa- 
3 tive of the real Britain Germany has 
jto fear. The British were slow in 
coming, as the French said, but 
when they came they came with 
force, and skill no other country 
could evolve. 

It is too early to appraise the 
“tanks” at their proper worth as a 
military arm, Manifestly, they 
bring about a new stage of warfare. 
They put trenches, emplacements, 
and other feld works such as barb- 
ed-wire entanglements, far down in 
the scale of values. Future wars 
will find them as much- a part of 
army equipment as cavalry or field 
artillery. Instead of mainly ma- 
chine guns, they will have mechani- 
cal bomb-throwers, if, indeed, the 
present machines do not carry them. 
They will probably carry heavy guns, 
too. Traps for the steel monsters, 

| all mined and set, will be a counter- 
measure, But the Germans cannot 
‘begin {mitative construction for 
‘ months, and even !f they got plans 
{nto their hands they could not pro- 
duce finished machines in less than. 
ayear. By that time the Allied 
troops will probably be fighting In 
German territory, and the war will 
have been won, {f not finished..There 
will doubtless be a rapid develop- 
ment of the manufacture of these 
moving forts for use on the Eastern 
front also. Combined with the 
Allies’ superiority In men, artillery, 
meroplanes, and ammuniton, they 
will bring the end much closer. They 
have solved, in part, anyway, the 
most dificult problem of the Allies’ 
offensive,

Roumania in Line. 


Roumania’s action in prohibiting 
the sale and consumption of alco- 
holic liquors follows the lead of 
many of the European countries now 
at war, including Russia, France, and 
Great Britain. 

Russia, the first belligerent coun- 
try to place a ban on alcohol, abol- 
ished the liquor traMc by Imperial 
decree at the outbreak of the war. 
As a result of this prohibition the 
sale of intoxicants in Russia fell 
within a year and a half from near- 
ly a billion roubles to approximately 
four per cent. of that sum. The 
four per cent. consisted largely of the 
salo of liquors for medical purposes. 

In Great Britain restrictions were 
placed on the sale of Hquor in the 
munitions areas. The sale of intoxi- 
cants in Mcensed houses Is permitted 
for only four hours a day, and 3x 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$500 is the penalty for contravening 
the regulations. 

In France wine shops are forbid- 
den to sell any form of alcohol ov- 
fore noon. Sales to women and 
children are barred at any hour. 


For Prisoners’ Confort. 

The Duchess of Connaught’s Pris- 
oners of War Fund has now contri- 
buted nearly $20,000. towards pro- 
widing comforts and necessaries for 
prisoners in the German cumps. Re- 
cent. contributions to the fund in- 
clude $1,000 from Lady Hendrio of 
Toronto, and $200 from the Cana- 
dian Professional Goltcrs’ Aszocia- 
tion.

The necessary knowledge has 
been supplied by the Lord in His 
Word; but in the main His people 
have permitted themselves to be 
drawn aside and misled by the great 
Adversary. (1 Timothy 4:1; 2 
Peter 2:4.)' The Lord has permjt- 
ted this as a test to all of His pro- 
fessed servants.

Trae Love Founded Upon Justice. 


In our text the Apostle is showing | 


us that in God’s wonderful Plan for 
man’s recovery from sin and death 
Divine Mercy, which means Divine 
Love, has triumphed over Divine 
Justice, and yet without impinging 
God’s justice in the slightest degree. 
It is a very interesting and import- 
ant study for us to learn just how 
this was accomplished; for if we do 
not see it clearly we shall have con- 
fused ideas of God’s Plan as reveal- 
ed in His Word. If we do see it 
clearly, many of the «theological 
tangles which long have troubled 
and hindered us will be unraveled. © 

We remember that it fs written, 
“Righteousness and Judgment [Jus- 
tice} are the habitation of Hia 
Throne.” God's whole . Empire is 
founded upon Justice—not Love, but 
JUSTICE. We see the propriety of 
this, How else could He be the pro- 
per Administrator of the Universe! 
This statement docs not conflict with 
the other Scriptural declaration, 
“God is LOVE.” Justice is the very 
basis upon which true love is built, 
At Oret these two clements of the Di- 
vine character might seem to con- 
flict, when we remember that while 
God's Justice demanded the punish- 
ment of the sinner, nevertheless His 
Love provided a way to biess that 
sinner. Let us see.how the Word of 
God harmonizes these facts of theo- 

| logy. 

This matter is very simple to un- 
derstand in our day; whereas in the 
Past our ioefathers had great con- 
fusiun.on the subject. Many and 
fierce were the theological battles 
fougtt along this line. They had 
long srguments as to whether God's 
Justice would finally prevail, or whe- 
ther God’s Love would override His 
Justice, and how this would be ac- 
complished. Here was the difficulty 
in our minds. 

Before we can understand what

The Scriptural teaching is 
that man IS a soul, ‘(Genesis 2:7.) 
It is man’s physical organism | that 
makes him superior to the brute 
creation.

little, but to do so is a mistake for 
the return ©” heat and dry reather 
will cause them to shrink back to 
their normal proportions. If they 
are planed off now they will let in 
most unpleasant draughts and dust 

ter, 

Perbaps no one thing adout damp 
weather is more distressing than the 
condition it inflicts on the salt cellar. 
If the salt cellar or shakers are em- 
ptied after each meal and thoroughly 
dried in a warming oven, and refilled 
just before'the next meal, the salt 
will still be moist and sticky when it 
is used. One of the ‘hotels at the sea- 
shore where dampness is inevitable 
keeps inverted water glasses over the 
salt dishes. Of course it is a little 
bit inconvenient to lift up a giass 
whenever yo wish to get a spoonful 
uf salt, but the results do make for 
dryness. Grains of uncooked rice 
can be mixed with salt used in shak- 
ers with rather satisfactory results. 

Probably the fact that there is 
much greater humidity in England 
than in this country in part accounts 
for the fact that open cellars are al- 
ways used there and that ‘‘salt sbak- 
ers" are regarded as a decided Amer- 
icanism. The obvious advantage of 
shakers is that in them the salt is 
kept free from dust and contact with 
the alr, but in times of dampness one 
is tempted to use the English cellars, 
from which salt may be taken by 
means of a salt spoon so much more 
easily than it can be shaken oft when 
it has absorbed a good sbare of mols- 
ture. 



















Looking for Shirkers. 

The dragnet of military authori- 
ties to catch men attempting to 
evade military service was a few days 
ago extended to Marylebone Station, 
one of the great London terminals, 
As the passengers poured out from 
incoming trains military and civil 
police sorted the crowds, and passing 
men obviously over military age 
marched the suspects into a corral, 
When batches of thirty were col- 
lected In the corral they were march- 
ed through the streets guarded by 
constables to the police station. Top- 
hatted city men they were for the 
moet part and many were able. to 
satisfy the authorities at once as 
their right to be at large. 
were allowed to go to their offices. 
Others who were not carrying their 
papers were allowed to telephond 
their offices and homes, and during 
the morning relief parties with the 
mecessary papers arrived at the po- 
lice station. At noon there were still 
about afty men detained, some in the 

en's canteen, others In the 
waiting-rooms, and one by one these 
were released as‘they satisfied the 
authorities by their names and ad- 
dresses. Others were taken and the 
local police communicated with. I 
the particulars were found correct 
these were also released pending in- 
quiries. . 

The morning trains to Marylebone 
bring many city men to work and 
many protests were raised against 
the delays caused. Several news- 
papers publish articles declaring 
against these methods, which The 
Star and Daily News liken to German 
Zadernism.

ITALIANS RESUME TRIESTE DRIVE :

Smash Austrian Lines in Trentino and the Julian Alps—Strong- 


ly Defended Heights Stormed—Austria Officlally Admits| 


Feaccess of Gen. Cadorna’s Soldiers. 


LONDON, ‘Oct. 12.—Italian troops, fighting in the Carso 
region ‘sgutheast of Doritz, have resumed their march towards 
Triest,. ‘capturing several lines of Austrian trenches and more 
than 5,000 prisoners, says the official statement issued by the 
War Office today. In addition they have occupied strongly de- 
fended heights between the Viccapo River and Hill 208, taking 
quantities of -arms and munitions. 

Through successes on two other fronts the Italians captured 
1,400 additional prisoners. The advances were made in the 
Cosmagon sector on Pasublifo, in the Trentino, and on the front 
of the Julien Alps between Tobar and Vertoba, south of Goritz. 
The Austrian line on th eJulian front was broken; the state- 
ment adds. On the Passubio front 530 prisoners were taken, 


and 860 on the Julian front. In addition 164 officers were taken 
in the Carso advance. ;

mercial situation, Swiss commerce 
and manufacture depend upon/both 
belligerent parties. Before the war 
the bulk of her trade was with Ger- 
many,: but this trade must not be 
estimated in tonnage alone, for the 
value of her trade with the Allies 
was about equa! to that of her Ger- 
man trade, From Germany she im- 
ported metals, chemica] manures. 
seeds, salts of potash. dyes, rennet 
for: cheese-making, wood, sugar; 
from or through the Allied countries 
‘she got cocoa. beans, cotton, rubber, 
sUk,¢and raw materials of all sorts. 
But: the essential point is that from 
Germany cane all the coal used in 
Switzerland, and from the Allied 
countries came the grain and cereals 
which were required to supply the 
deficiency of home-grown food. 

So'important are these two sup- 
Dlies to Switzerland that they have 
been called the “Black Bread” and 
the “White Bread” of Switzerland. 
When war began . Switzerland had 
‘the strongest intcrest in keeping on 
good terms with both sides. Her 
aim was that things should go on as 
they had-done—and, like all neutral 
Countries, she expected to share in 
‘the:fndustrial activity and profits 
‘caused by war demands and prices. 
It’soon became clear, however, that 
things would not go on as they had 
done. Germany, being short of sup- 
Dies of raw material such as cotton 
@ndirubber, and of fats, set her 
agents to work in Swiss territory to 
buy all they could, whether whole- 
sale or retaii. Foodstuffs, too, wera 
bought up greedily, and in a short 
space Switzerland found its induz- 
tries and its people threatened wita 
want, the former for lack of raw ma- 
terial, the later from scarcity of 
f$od. The natural step was to legis- 
late against these German forestal- 
le¥s and'speculators, but they were 
dificult to trace and the legislation 
hard to enforce, 

The next step cume with the de- 
termination of the Allies not to let 
raw materials which they could con- 
trol go to Germany. Beginning with 
ordinary contraband, such as muni- 
tions and\ rubber, the list has grown 
to include cotton, fats, ores, metals, 
chemicals, foodstuffs, and so on. if 
these’ went to Switzerland unchecked 
Germany would assuredly buy .them 
and so denude Switzerland. Switzer- 
land would want more and Germany 
strip her again. Thus to check this 
goods were only allowed to go to 
Switzerland, under.the plodge of the 
Societe de Surveillance, made up of 
manufacturers, that they were for 
Dona-fide Swiss consumption, and 
that neither fa ray: ncr manufactured 
state would they be re-exported to 
the Central Empires. Germany, too, 
had set up a system similar to the 
8. 8S. S. before that body came into 
existence, but she had endeavored 
to keep this secret from the- Allles. 
She, too, had stipulated that her 
raw material should not be used to 
help her enemy, and she had gone 
further and drawn up a blacklist of 
firms who worked for the Allics and 
refused them coal. But recently she 
bas gone further still and has tried 
to intimidate the Swiss to break 
through the agreements of the 8. S. 
S.'and to supply her with all the 
goods, cotton, rubber, olls, raw ma- 
terials, and rare metais, of which 
she is in need. She has even threat- 
ened to stop the supply of coal unless 
ropes the supplies sent to the S. 

Such Is briefly.the position. Ger- 
many hopes to enforce her claim by 
the power of withholding coal. This 
is certainly a serious threat, for It 
would be very difficult to supply 
Switzerland from the Allied coun- 
tries. Ten thousand tons a day 
means 1,000 wagons; coming and 
going from French collieries would 
mean 5,000 wagons, and France is 
short of rolling stock. | British coal 
is out of the: question so far as prices 
are concerned owing to the shortage 
of freight. German coal at Balo 
costs 37 francs a ton; British coal at 
Milan is 225 francs. On the other 
hand may be set the fact that Ger- 
many is pledged not to withhold the 
coal—and that by witbholding it she 
would injure most the manufactur- 
ing, German-speaking part of Swit- 
rerland, and lose all sympathy of 
Switzerland. She might even bring 
Switzerland in against her.

Pechkoff, 
who has lost his right arm in the 
Champagne battles, lived in Toronto 
for a year prior to the war. In his 
address he dealt wholly with the frat 
months of the war, when the trench.

I During the battle of the Marne his 
regiment was in reserve, but it stood 
there, 800 metres away -from the 
. for three days and nights

eighty-five metres away from the 
German lines, in a good deal more 
comfort. 

. Of the.German atrocities he spoke 
plainly, but with undiminished vigor, 
after two years’ Interval. “Many 
people,” he said, ‘“‘who have studied 
in Germany, and who believed they 
knew all about her even now on this 
continent, will say that the German 
atrocities were exagcerated. But I 
gay they are not. We are Iving {n 
a time when things which seemed im- 
possible before the war nre possible 
and are common facts. I passed 
through many villages in France, 
and I have seen things I cannot even 
now describe, they were so horrible,” 
Lieut. Pechkoff was in four big at- 
tacks before being wounded on May 
9, 1915. He was struck by an ex- 
plosive builet. “I hear in America 
that Germany does not use explosive 
bullets. When we took two ma- 
chine guns from them one-third of 
the cartridges were explosive.” Hal 
be not been hit with an explosive 
bullet he would have saved his arm. 

Speaking of the difference at tho 
fronts now as compared with the 
early days, the Lieutenant sald that 
now there were in France ‘woods of 
cannon.” The artillery was a bun- 
dred times better. Tho aviation de- 
partment was splendid. All aviators’ 
reports were photographs of the Ger- 
man lines taken fromthe alr, and 
developed within ten minutes in the 
General Staff Office, and within 
twelve minutes orders to correct fre 
were sent to the gunners by tele- 
phone, On a recent visit as a spec- 
tator, Lieut. Pechkoff was shown a 
road ten miles long and wide enough 
for four motor cars side: by side, It 
Jed from the base to the third-line 
trenches, and had been built in one 
day. Sixteen thousand'men had been 
Dut on, and each did a metre, ora 
yard, ‘‘and so it was done.” 

He closed his address by a de- 
scription of the allied parade ino 
Paris.on July 14 last, in which he 
pictured the armed’ men marching 
from the Place de Ia Republique 
along the boulevards ‘‘to that new 
Bastille, the Bastille of German de- 
spotism,” and foretold the coming 
march of the triumphant army of 
France back through the Arc je 
Triomphe with a lasting peace.

They 
have exposed ‘and denounced German 
cruelty and! injustice ‘in ‘Belgium: 
German) soldiers’ and secret’ police 
have strained every nerve to discover 
and suppress these papers but they 
continue to appear, some of them 
srery day, others at convenient inter- 
vals. 

These papers are like the Belgfan 
army; they have never quit. The day 
after the Germans entered Brussels 
the papers appeared, giving the news, 
and praying the Belgians who re- 
mained'to be of good heart. As soon 
as the German occupation of Belgium 
was organized, all the papers fell 
under German control, of course. 
Two or three of the most important 
moved their offices of publication to 
London or Paris and ever ‘since 
have appeared. regularly, though 
with a sadly diminished income, and 
a reduced and disperied Mst of sub- 
scribers. Others ‘were suppressed 
altogether, A few remained and 
continued to issue secretly, and it is 
of these that special mention is 
made. 
to suppress them. Several Belgians 
supposed to be the editors of the 
secretly-published and distributed 
papers are said to have been shot. 
Others have been sentenced to long 
terms of imprisonment. One woman, 
Mme, Scheupens, is serving a five- 
year sentence; but if these victims 
were the editors, as the German 
military courts decided, there remain 
many others to take their places. 
The mere Incident that an editor 
was shot did not prevent the paper 
from appearing the next day. 

Nobody knows, not even the Bel- 
gian representatives in France and 
England, how it is possible for thesd 
papers to appear. They are not mere 
Pamphlets. Some of them must re- 
quire the services of a dozen or even 
of a score of men before they could 
be printed. They contain cartoohs, 
foreign news, the reports of battles, 
information about the German oc- 
cupation, and invariably scorching 
editorials directed against the Ger- 
man governors of Belgium. It would 
appear that some of the cartoons are 
drawn to order by Raemaekers and 
other noted artists. How is it pos- 
sible for such printing houses, that 
must be supplied with the requisite 
white paper and ink, writers, engrav- 
ers, lthographers, compositors, ster- 
eotypers, and all the necessary staff 
of @ newspaper, to work secretly in 
Brussels, under the very noses of the 

‘turious German officers? Copies of 
theee papers find their way to friend- 
ly hands abroad, and the Belgian 
Legation in France is keeping a file 
of them, which will be one of the 
most remarkable trophies of the 
war. 

“Free Belgium” is the name of 
the paper which has given the most 
trouble to the Germans, and which 
has supposedly sacrificed the great- 
est number of editors, without, how- 
ever, in any manner interfering with 
the policy or punctuality of the pa- 
per. It announces that it is a “bul- 
letin of patriotism, submitting to no 
censorship whatever; price per copy 
elastic, varying from zero to infinity; 
business office, a movable automo- 
bile cellar; advertisements sup- 
pressedp and patrons advised to keep 
their money till times get better; 
telegraphic address, care of German 
commander at Brussels,” A recent

} In their circulation, It isto be noted, 
too, that there is a weekly secret 
press bureau set up in Brussels, 
which is apparently in every way as 
well informed asthe British and 
French press bureaus, and gives the 
néws of the week with great accur- 
acy. The story of these publications 
will make a thrilling tale’ one of 
these days when all the facts concern- 
ing them can be made public.

And in the Hour of Death. 

“The bravest of all were the chap- 
lains, who stuck by the side of the 
boys even when the fighting was 
most furious.” 

The above words were spoken in a 
London hospital the other day by a 
wounded soldier who had left an arm 
behind him, and they no doubt re- 
Dresent the general opinion of our 
Tommies at the Front at the present 
moment, 

During the “piping times of peace” 
—now, alas! seemingly so far distant 
—Army chaplains used to be called 
“aky-pilots.”” Since the war broke 
out he has come to be christened by 
common consent the “padre,” and his 
trae worth is fully recognized by the 
men to whom he ministers. 

They are of all classes and creeds, 
these brave, quiet. men {n= plain 
khaki, distguishable from the com- 
batant officers only by their black 
shoulder-knots and the crous on their 
service capa. 

The very first padre to be killed in 
the war was the Roman Catholic 
chaplain of the Dublin Fusiliers. 

Tremendows is the influence for 
Good, dy the way, that is wielded by 
these Roman Catholic priests, com- 
parable only with that exercised by 
the Presbytetian chaplains of the 
Highland regiments; for, when all

LONDON, Oct. 14.—The Roumanians have stemmed the ad- 
vance of Falkenhayn’s troops at some points on the Transylva- 
nia front, but are still being rolled back at other points. The 
Roumanians haye discovered that the best means of combating 
the enemy ig with cavalry. King Ferdinand’s horsemen, sup- 
ported by Cossacks, hurled themselves agdinst the advancing 
columns of Teutons six separate times in the Magyaros defile, 
west of Mituzu, and each time broke through and rolled back the 
enemy. -The customs station at Crasna was the goal of these 
furious assaults, but it was still in the hands of the Roumanians 
when the Teutons gave up, the attempt. 

“In ithe valley of\the Buzcul, on the Upper Ofuzui near the 
Western boundary, at Predeal, south of Kronstadt and at Cain- 
eni; south of the Red Tower Pass, Falkenhayn’s flerce attacks 
were ‘broken by the sturdy resistance of the Roumanian troops 
and by the destructive fire of their batteries.

Dear George,— 

I promised you a letter quite a 
while back and have several times 
been going to send one and something 
has always cropped up to put it of, 
but Iam going to send this one from 
the hospital. 

Well, old man, we have seen quite 
& lot of changing since we left Belle- 
ville. The 80th is no more as they are 
divided up between several battalions. 
I have seen three different battalions 
before getting posted to the’ 11th 
Can. Inf., Bde. Trench Mortar Bat- 
tery, (Stokes Gun). I got on fine with 
the work and in the class came out 
oh top with 99 per cent. I may mek 
tion that the Stokes Gun is a .very 
deadly implement and Fritz has a 
mortal hatred of them. I was sorry 
to be put out of action so soon as we 
were plastering the Boches fine with 
our guns of which we had 6 trained 
on them. Iam afraid I cannot say 
very much about our work at the 
front, but you can take it from: me 
that we have Fritz beaten all along 
the line.The Bosches are a filthy lot of 
vermin. They atzate our hospital ev- 
ery night and turn shrapnel and ma- 
chine gun fire on the ambulance, but 
believe me, he pays dearly for It.

Otherwise how could tie 
dead be in Heavén, Hell, or Purga- 
tory? ‘Then there is the theory of 
the Trinity, {n which all, practically, 
belleve, thougb not a word of Scrip- 
ture justifies such a belief. 

Surely our Calvinistic friends 
would not make up the Bible as it is 
to-day. Neither.would our Arminian 
friends, The latter would surely 


leave out all of those texts which }:

These figures were exclusive of 
the officers and men of the Royal 
Marines and Royal Naval Division 
taken prisoners in land operations.

Land Belongs to Entire Village, Not 
to Individuals. 

Land belongs not to individual 
peasants in Russia, but to © the yvil- 
lage. as a whole, It can be redivid- 
ed every twelve years at the wish of 
a majority of two-thirds, 

This and all other loca! questions, 
such as the incidence of taxation, are 
settied by village meetings, consist- 
ing of the heads of houses, where age 
naturally has a. predominance, 

A decision which carries‘a major- 
ity of two-thirds is, by law of the 
Empire, a legal “sentence” of . the 
Village. . 

The village elects its own villaze 
elder, who is respeasibdle for the call- 
ing of meetings; and at certain sea- 
song, e.g., that of hay-makiag, theso 
meetings take place as often as once 
& week. rs 

Many villages are united In a can- 
ton, which is ruled by a cantonal 
elder, similarly elected by the chosen 
representatives of all the villages of 
the canton.

ir Thomas Tait hag resigned his posl- 
mal Service, and is to be succeeded by 
RoB. Bennett, M.P. for Calgary. That fs the somewhat sensa- 
tionaal announcement officially communicated to the press Jast 
night from the Prime Minister's office. The statement announc- 
ing the ‘resignation of Sir, Thomas, who left for Montreal on 
Friday ‘after writing Sir-Robert Borden that he was throwing 
up the job, is accompanied by an official “explanation,” which 
to say the least, does not fully explain, and leaves much to be 
read between the lines. Apparently Sir Thomas resigned’ be- 
cause the Government had expressed some days ago dissatis- 
faction with his selection of Mr. G. M. Murray, Secretary of the 
Canadian’ Manufacturers’ Association, to be Secretary of. the 
Directors of National Service.  - 
-» ~The trouble between the Government and Mr. Murray arose 
over a circular which he issued a few days ago to the members 
of the Manufacturers’ Association criticizing the Government 
for not adequately. protecting the interests of Canadian manu- 
facturers in regard to equipment supplied to Canadian overseas 
forces by Great Britain and paid for by Canada. The Govern- 
ment claimed that Mr. Murray misrepresented the facts of the 
case, and pending retraction and apology would not ratify Sir 
Thomas, Tait’s selection of Mr. Murray for Secretary. Finally 
Mr. Murray explained the “misundertsanding” satisfactorily 
to the Government, and then the ban on his appointment by Sir 
Thomas was removed. But, strangely enough, just when every- 
thing was apparently straightened out, Sir Thomas himself re- 
signed. 

Sir Thomas Tait, in his letter of resignation to the Prime 
Minister, dated October 12, said: “In view of what has occurred 
in the case of Mr. G. M. Murray, who had been offered by me and 
had accepted the position of Secretary of National Service, and 
if that incident is indicative of what may be anticipated in con- 
nection with the future organization of the work of National 
Service, I feel compelled after serious consideration, to relin- 
quish the position of Director-General of National Service, and 
I therefore do now resign from that position.” 

The resignation was forthwith accepted, and now the Di- 
rectors of National Service, with R. B, Bennett, M.P., giving the 
lead, have asked for a political coalition in starting and stimu- 
lating the reorganized work of recruiting and other war work 
in so far as the utilization and conservation of Canada’s man 
power are concerned. 

Sir Robert Borden has acquiesced, and has written to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier asking the latter’s co-operation in the formation 
of the proposed Parliamentary National Service Committee.

BETTER OUTLOOK FOR ROUMANIANS 


They Rally Strongly in the Face of Falkenhayn’s Drive—Hold- 
ing fn the South—All Teuton Attacks In Vulcan, Red Tower 
and Tomos Passes Are Completely Repulsed—Furlous Bat- 
tle Still Raging North of Kronstadt. 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Viewed at this distance the situation 
in Roumantia is vastly more encouraging to military men here 
than that which existed during the first week of Falkenhayn's 
overwhelming advance. The rallying of the Roumanians under 
such depressing conditions as they faced last week {s regarded 
as a hopeful hign. The situation has been altered sufficiently 
by the counter-offensive to give Roumania’s allies opportunity 
to rush to her aid before the actual invasion of her land has been 
begun. Critics by no means take ag pessimistic a view of the 
situation as that revealed in the appeal of the Roumanian mon- 
arch for succor. . 

Since the Roumanians entered the conflict they have cap- 
tured 15,000 prisoners. This statement is made officially. 

The -Roumanian counter-offensive in Transylvania hag died 
out in many sectors where success seemed to be within the 
grasp of King Ferdinand’s troops. Only along the southern 
frontier is the Roumanians’ desperate stand holding Falken- 
hayn’s forces at.arm’s length from Roumanian soll. H 

The day’s fighting saw the abandonment by the Roumani- 
ans of a large part of the‘territory in eastern and northern ter- 
ritory in eastern and northern Transylvania which they had 
clung to in the face“of terrific assaults. From the Kelemen 
Mountain region, near the Bukowina border, they retreated to 
the frontier,.in the east their lines were dented In as far as 
the Grymes Pass, on the frontier through which runs the Troi- 
tus River and a railroad to Kronstadt. On ‘both sides of the 

Szurduk Pass, southeast of Kronstadt, Roumaniamcolumns 
were rolled back. : 

Along the eastern frontier, and to the north, where the 
Roumanians have been able to retain part of the territory con- 
quered in the first great rush across the border, Russian rein- 
forcements have stiffened the Roumanian lines and averted for 
the moment the peril of invasion. In the Polistoca Valley the 
momentum of yesterday’s smashing drive carried King Ferdi- 
nand’s troops forward until the enemy werecleared out.of this 
sector.

Today Mr. Asquith 
Gath birthday. He has been Primo! 
Minister for a longer uninterrupted 
period than any of his predecessors 
since Lord Liverpool, whose une- 
qualled term of office closed more 
than a hundred years ago. Yet, long 
jas his Premiership has been and con- 
siderable as is the legislative ore 
which stands to. his credit, he 
still young as modern Prime teae| 
ers go. At 64 Palmerston, who did not} 
become Prime Minister, until he Was | 
some years older, had ‘the most bril- 
Nant and most memorable part a 
his-career before him. Disraeli at 64. 
had just carried his Reform Bill-and 
become Prime Minister for the first 
time, and it was six years later be- 
fore he led his first majority in the 
House of Commons and bad the pow- 
ef to enforce his policy. Gladstone at 
the same age had all before him his 
Bulgarian atrocities crusade, his 
Midlothian campaigns, the Egyptian 
War, the Irish upheaval, the en- 
franchisement’ of the agricultural 
laborers, and the two Home Rule 
Bills.

en and given to the poor and the par- 
ty fined according to law, that there 
has been some variations in weight. 
Some loaves running under the 
welght prescribed by law and some 
sufficiently over «to ¢qualize the 
weight.’"".A record of inspection was 
appended. Of twenty Inspections, one 
baker was four times under weight. 
Another was under-welght ten times, 
‘one time running one pound short. 
One baker was once underweight but 
four times considerably over, Three 
were never under weight, and one of 
these was one over welght.

utterly ruthless, and his square 
head and little eyes showed his 
Mongol origin and denoted unmistak- 
ably cunning and cruelty.

DESERTERS IN THIS DISTRICT 


Within the last twenty-six months, 
it'ls estimated that out of nearly 40,- 
000 men, who have been recruiled in 
this military district, fully 2,000 have 
deserted, and are still at large in var- 
lous parts of the district, while a few 
have sought shelter In places farther 
removed from the observation of of- 
ficers of the Third Military District 
staff. This means, that there are suf- 
ficient men who have enlisted, and 
who have been partly trained at gov- 
enrment expense, and now rated as 
deserters, to almost organize two new 
battalions. The government has ap- 
pointed Lieut. Graham, formerly 
Chief of Police at Napanee as provost- 
marshall, and he is now busy locat- 
ing these deserters. Most of these men 
have drawn separation allowance for 
wives and mothers, have cost the 
government a large sum of money 
for equipment and training, and they 
should be compelled to give returns 
for the money and time expended. 
Rounding up deserters seems easier 
than getting new recrults under a 
voluntary system.

GREEK POPULATION ENRAGED 


Great Crowds In Streets Wildly Cheer King Constantine—War 
Minister Orders Out Troops to Protect French Marines 
From Assualts by Civillans—Government Recelves New 
Note of an Extremely Grave Character From.the Entente— 
Three Battleships Are Taken Over by Allied Forces—King 
Reviews His Sailors. 











LONDON, Oct. 18.—Following the presentation of the En- 
tene note yesterday, King Constantine, it is said came to the

He gave his word that he 
would stand by them to the end against whatever consequences 
their loyalty might entail. 

The King issued the following order of the day: 

“Officers! Sailors! nI these hours, when stricken and with 
bleeding hearts which so short & time ago were proud in a united 
and victorious Greece, my government has been obliged to order 
you to leave the ships upon which you brought the news of the 
freeing of our liberated brothers. You came with tortured hearts 
and eyes wet with tears, every man faithful to his oath, to the 
side of your King. 

“T thank you and congratulate you, oh my faithful sailors! 
I thank you not only as iKn gand Chief ow the fleet, but as the 
representative of the Fatherland yaqu love so much, to which you 
have given so much, for which you are ready to give and suffer 
all.

We first heard Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the 
year 1895. The Conservative government, which 
had held office for a generation, was tottering 
to its fall. The loss of their veteran campaign- 
er, John Macdonald, and successive changes 
of leadership, with the Connolly-McGreevy scan- 
dals and the Manitoba: schoo] question had al- 
most driven the G.O.P. ship’upon the rocks. It 
has always seemed to us that at that monster 
mass-meeting in Massey Hall, Toronto, in 1895, 
that Sir Wilfrid was at the height of his power 
as an crator. The impassioned utterance, the 
majestic flights, the wondrous power to play up- 
on the imagination with winged words and to 
clothe some great or popular truth with mem- 
morable, resonant epigram, on that notable oc- 
casion swayed the great audience as with some 
hypnotic power. 

But the responsibilities ‘of office, the ne- 





cessity of entering upon the minutie of parlla- - 


mentary debate, facts, figures, statutes, rules of 
order, statistics seemed to effect a complete 
change of style. The Sir Wilfrid we listened 
to some years later, after he had had a couple of 
terms in the premiership, logical, argumenta- 
tive, coldly judicial, did not appear to be the 
same Sir Wilfrid as had aroused Tory Toronto 
in 1895.

He made his appeal to reason and his magnifi- 
cent address had a strong tissue of argument, 
But there was about it all an intensity of feel- 
ing that caused his hearers to cheer and keep 
on cheering. The prospect of a Liberal triumph 
and the buoyant mood of the audience may 
have had something to with it, but the enthusi- 
asm was of that contagious or magnetic type 
that inspires men to go out into the world and 
achieve. 

The climax was reached when the speaker, 
with an eloquent sweep of the hand, turned to 
the young men grouped about him on the plat- 
form and closed, with this pregnant peroration, 

“You hafe a safe guide, an unfailing 
light, if you remember that faith is better than 
doubt and love {is better than hate. Banish 
doubvand hate from your life. Let your souls 
be ever open to the strong promptings of faith 
and the gentle influence of brotherly love. 
Be adamant against the haughty. Be gentle 
and kind to the weak. Let your aim and 
‘Your purpose in good report or in fll, in vic- 
tory or In defeat, be so to live, so to strive, so 
to serve, ag to do your part to raise the stand- 
ard of life to higher and better spheres.” 

The audience sat for a moment or two as 
if spell-bound and then as if by a common im- 
pulse every man present arose to his feet and 
cheered and cheered and cheered again. Sir 
Wilfrid had spoken for forty-five minutes and 
during that time had not made use of a note. His 
voice was as resonant and musical as it was in 
mid-life without the slightest quaver of age. 

The great apostle of brotherly love, among 
the varying factors of Canadian nationality, had 
delivered his great message of love, faith and 
goodwill.

A few minutes 
later the submarine fired a torpedo, 
which tore a great holo in the liner’s 
side, and sent her to the. bottom. 
Then the U-53 suddenly extinguished 
her lights, and we went ahead at 25 
knots in the direction of the Stepha- 
no, which was standing ‘ by waiting 
her turn. Suddenly the submarine 
turned on her lights, and we just 
missed collision there by the margin 
of a few feet.” ‘

* LONDON, Oct. 17.—The French 
won fresh successes south of | the 
Somme on Saturday. East of Bel- 
loy-en-Santerre F0sh’s troops cap- 
tured a first German line on a front 
of more:than s mile. To the south- 
west of this region they swept for- 
ward from Bovent for nearly a mile 
and selzed the hamlet of Genermont, 
while ithey. also extended their lines 
near |Ablaincogrt, winning a strong- 


Tefinery. 

1,100 Germans were made prisoner 
in these operations. 

='German troops Saturday «night 
launched sevéral. counter-attacks 
against ‘the positions which 
French had occupied during the day 
south of the River Somme, says-the 
statement fasued by the French War 
Department. 

Enterprises undertaken Saturday 
by British troops in the neighborhood 
of the Stuff and Schwaben redoubts, 
in the River Somme region, were 
highly, succesaful,* says the official 
statement issued, Sunday by the Brit- 
ish War Office. More than 300 Ger- 
mans were taken prisoner. North of 
Stuff redoubt two lines. of enemy 
communication trenches were clear- 
ed for a distance of nearly 200 yards. 
One offcer and 100 men of other 
ranks were taken prisoners: in the 
course of this operation, which was 
carried out by a single company, At 
the Schwaben redoubt the British 
gain was greater and the line was 
advanced well to the north and west 
of the redocbt. Heavy losses were 
inflicted on the enemy. 

Despite the cloudy weather and 
active barrage fire at a range of from 
200 to 300 metres, the Allied avia- 
tors co-operated In a most effective 
fashion in the fighting Saturday 
soutt of the Somme, They sur- 
passed all that was expected of 
them. One machine that. returned 
had been struck by two hundred bul- 
lets. North of the Somme two pilots, 
flying very low, used their machine 
guns at short range against the 
enemy in his trenches, 

In Ablaincourt, at the tip of the 
salient held by Foch’s troops north 
of Chaulnes, a furious assault on 
Friday enabled the Germans to seize 
several positions and some trenches 
to the north-east of the village. These 
they did not hold for long. Showing 
a surprising ability to rally quickly 
from the effecta of the enemy's 
charge, the French’ wave recoiled 
and swept the Germans completely 
out of the positions they had gained 
a foothold in. : 

The French again attempted to 

wing their lines through Sallley- 
Saillisel and into the sector south of 
Transloy, but in hand-to-hand fight- 
ing of the most desperate character 
they were driven back to their start- 
ing points. By their furious resist- 
ance in this region the Germans 
have given notice that they intend 
to defend the Bethune road to the 
Hmit of thei: resources. 

Berlin admits that the British 
north of Thiepva) gained. a frm 
bold on the German trenches, and 
that the French south of the Somme 
have won a footing in the sugar re- 
finery at Genermont. 


TWO YEARS IN WAR. 


Second Anniversary of Arrival of 
Ast Canadian Force is Celebrated 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—The second 
anniversary of the arrival in Eng- 
land of the first Canadian overseas 
contingent was celebrated oh Satur 
day evening by a dinner at which 
‘over 600 officers, non-com.’s, 
men of the Canadian pay and record 
services were present, Colonel W. RB 
Ward presiding. In toasting 
army and navy, Colonel Ward paid 
warm tribute to the navy,.by wh 
protection the safe Ly, of tht 
Canadian forces throvgout the wai 
had been possible. Referring to the 
development of the pay and 
services, which from two officers 
six men has grown to over 2,500 
Colonel Ward suggested that th{ 
time had perhaps come when ¢ 
combing-ort process might begin 
He would like to see all the eligibled 
volunteer for’activs service. .

PETHOGRAD, Oct. 17.—The Rus- 
sian submarine Tulen on Oct. 12, 
after an engagement near the Bos- 
phorus, captured the Turkish 6,000- 
ton armed war transport Rodifsto, 
says Sunday’s Russian official state- 
ment. The transport, which was 
commanded by German officers, was 
taken to Sebastopol. The statement 
reads: 

“Black Sea—On October 12 our 
submarine Tulen, under command 
of Licut.-Commander Kitytzin, cap- 
tured near the Bosphorus «after an 
hour’s uncqual artillery engagement 
the Turkish armed war transport 
Roditsto, of 6,000 tons displacement.

Reuter despatch from Salonica. The 
Bulgars were expelled from some of 
their trenches on the left bank of 
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the Cerna and Bulgarian counter-at- | || 


tacks were repulsed. 

The British official report reads: 
“There has been moderate artillery 
activity on the front as a whole. 
Serbian troops have advanced on the 
left bank of the Cerna and a 
squadron has cut the railway 
south of Seres. 

“British patrols Saturday came in 
contact with Bulgarian forces on the 
rallway south of Seres. 

“Struma front: Hiristos, the Seres 
station, and Barakli Juma bave been 
shelled ‘by our artillery.” 

In Macedonia strong attacks made 
by Enteuto allied forces west of the 
Monastir-Floriza railway failed, ac- 
cording to Berlin. Fighting is in 
progress in the bend of the Cerna 
River, in Southern Serbia. 

The Bulgarian report says: 

“The situation is unchanged. Be- 
tween Lake Presba and the Cerna 
River there has been lively artillery 
activity, and in the Cerna bend the 
usual artillery fire. Several weak 
enemy attacks were repulsed, Fri- 
day night the Serbs in considerable 
force attacked to the north of the 
Village of Slivitsa, but were repulsed 
with sanguinary losses. 

“In the Mogienica valley we easily 

, repulsed an attack on Bahovo height. 
On :both sides of the: Vardar River 
there has been intermittent, weak 
artillery activity, and on the Struma 
encountera between reconnoitring 
parties.”

SUSPECT KILLS HIMSELF. 


Joseph Montgomery Commits Suicide 
After Arrest for Brother’s Murder. 


BELLEVILLE, Oct.’ 17.—Joseph 
Montgomery, of Madoc Township, 
Hastings County, who was under ar 
rest on suspicion of murdering his 
brother, Walter Montgomery, on the 
4th of October, is dead as a result 
of self-inflicted wounds. On Thurs- 
day last the inquest over the mur- 
dered man was concluded and the 
suspected brother was placed in the 
lockup at Madoc Village, pending 
bis removal to the county jail at 
Belleville to await preliminary hear- 
Ing, which was to have taken place 
next Tuesday.

SAILLY VILLAGE IN FOGH’S HANDS 


. French Complete-Capture of Very Important Position—Com- 
’ mand Bethune Road—Surmount Last Great Obstacle Be- 
tween Them and Cambral Plain—Progress Also Made in 
the Move to Flank Peronne. 














LONDON, Oct. 19.—The village of Sailly-Saillisel is com- 
pletely in the hands of the French. In a furious attack this af- 
ternoon General Foch’s troops not only hurled the enemy out of 
‘the village, but swept'on and cleared the ridges to the north- 
west and northeast, taking 250 prisoners In the operation. ‘Thus 
the Frerich have surmounted the last great obstacle between 
them and the Cambrai Plain, and hold the heights dominating 
the Bethune road as far as Transloy. 

At the same time the French made progress in their move 
to flank Peronne by seizing the entire first German line on the 
mile front between Blaches and Lamaisonette, immediately 
~west of Peronne. 

The British co-operated in the French stroke at Sailly by 
* advancing north of Gueudecourt and west of Transloy, taking 
150 prisoners. The two moves narrow the salient at this point, 
and if carried through successfully will place Transloy in a 
pocket from which it cannot escape capture. 

The allled forces made no attempt to launch their latest 
blows until the Germans had worn themselves out with furious 
counter-assaults that resulted in complete failure at every point. 
East of Berny-en-Santerre the enemy succeeded in penetrating 
French trenches, but it proved to be a costly venture. A counter- 
attack, supported by French artillery, swept them back, and cut 
,to shreds the forces on whose shoulders fell the brunt of the as- 
sault. Everywhere else the Germans hammered in vain at the 
allied lines. 

For the Germans the loss of Sailly-Saillisel and the heights 
‘to the north constitutes a real disaster—the end for Bapaume, 
That they realized this is evident from the desperate nature of 
the attacks launched in this sector. Each fresh advance by the 
British and French forces in this region now. will bring more 
and more of the eastern side of the Bapaume triangle under 
their domination and make inevitable the speedy fall of their

Helping the Bomb-Dropper. 

In France they are 
naval bomb-dropping mechanism 
which makes it virtually impossible 
tor the aviator to miss the object at 
which he launches a bomb. The in- 
vention is intended for use in con- 
Junction with battleplanes, the aerial 
bombs being droped through a coae 
of light. : 

This powerful illuminant Is com-

1,000 Prisoners—Two Points at Which General von Fal- 
kenhayn Invaded Roumania Are Clear “f the Enemy—Of-

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LONDON, Oct. 20.—With General von Falkenhayn’s offen- 
sive checked all along the line, the Roumanians began a new at- 
tack today in an effort to clear the frontier of the last Teuton 
detachments. On the eastern front they forced back the enemy 
and took 1,000 prisoners, while on the southern front, south of 
Kronstadt, they threw the German troops back over the border. 
Thus the two points at which Falkenhayn’s forces invaded Rou- 
manian soil are free of enemy troops. 

The Roumanian situation grows less anxious hourly, for 
the offensive seems to have passed definitely from the hands of 
of the Gertans. With the battle on the east front again in full 
swing, it seems hardly likely that von Falkenhayn can muster 
enough men to strike again in force against the Roumanian bor- 
der. 

For King Ferdniand’s troops the most important success [== 
today was won in the Trotus Valley, in eastern Roumania, |= 
where the Germans had penetrated ten miles into King Ferdi- 
nand’s country. 

Near Agas the Germans were forced to retire, leaving 600 
prisoners behind, and in another sector of the valley they left 
300 prisoners to the Roumanians. 

South of Kronstadt, near Przdeal, where for a time the Ger- 
man invasion threatened the railway to Bucharest, a sharp at- 
tack drove back .the Teutons beyond the horder line. ‘At the 
other points along the southern front the battle apparently 
still favors the Roumanians.

It is not 
‘usually those who have heavy respon- 
sibilities themselves, and know the 
difficulty of discharging them, who 
nstitute themselves the critics of 
the clergy. Men who know the weight 
of responsibility themselves have a 
sympathetic understanding of what it 
means, and are slow to find fault with 
others for not achieving perfection. 
The critic of the clergy fs usually an 
ignorant man. or a vain one, We ex- 
clude those who are against the priest 
because the priest in the doing of his 
duty has to be severe on them. Some 
hard remarks are to be expectod from 
them, perhaps. Yet It is not the great 
sinners of a parish who furnish most 
lor the criticism; it ‘fs the vain or the 
ignorant, or those who are both ig- 
norant and vain. Much of the criti- 
cism of the clergy is not very serious- 
iv meant; it ig spoken rather to show 
what a smart fellow the critic is. But 
it does harm; it becomes a habit, and 
the habit is contagious.

the American people, he commanded 
some_attention in the early days of 
the war, but when he showed himself 
a thorough Prussian who approved 
of such outrages asthe sinking of 
the Lusitania, the Americans turn- 
ed from him in disgust. > 

A few weeks ago he broke a con- 
alderable period of welcomed silence 
by an article in which he asserted 
that the {deal alliance for the future 
would be one among Groat Britain, 
the United States, and Germany, 
This brpught down on bis head 
storm of ridicule, und from the New 
York Tribune an admirable article 
upon British hatred, showing that 
it would take a long period for the 
British to forgive the baby-killers, 
Another American paper remarked 
that it would be well for the United 
States to refrain from allying her- 
self with Germany until the alliance 
between Germany and Great Britain 
was an accomplished fact. In his 
letter to they Imperial Chancellor, 
Muensterberg explains why he finds 
it wise “‘to encourage the pacifiat 
sentiment aow abroad.” Ho tells 
how busy he Is writing articles in 
favor of peace and of mediation 
tbrough President Wilson, but adds 
significantly that these articles do 
not appear over his own name. 

The professor sizes up the pacifist 
sentiment In the United States in 
these words: 

In the country at Jarge, however, 
the concillatory and yet sure German 
policy toward Washington, above all, 
worked excellently.

In my capacity, of a member of the Zem- 
stvo- (the representative assembly of the Pro- 
vince) of Kaluga; I have had very. often to 
question the peasants of the district to find 
out if there were any families which had been 
ruined by the war, and consequently had a 
right to support from the Zemstvo. Their 
* replies always overwhelmed me with sur- 
prise. In spite of the unusual peasant’s wont 
to complain of his lot and to exaggerate his 
poverty, I learned that misery i8 avery rare 
occurrence nowadays, for the money does not 
go in drink, and the wives of soldiers are re- 
ceiving sufficient support from the Govern- 
ment. Phey told me about the ‘improvement 
and the:increase in the welfare of poor fanii- 
lies, and in order-to explain this changed 
state ‘of things a former drunkard was pointed 
out to me with the remark, “You see that f_]- 
low? Well, he’s got boots now for the first 
time in his life. Up till now he had no money 
to buy any, and.went about barefoot.” 

These facts, which Prince Troubetzkoy says 
can be added to by any observer, are.so many 
proofs of power. “This enrichment of the mas- 
ses in time of war is a most eloquent proof of 
their immense resources. And it is precisely 
this power of resistance combined with the 
might of our Allies, which ‘makes a definite vic- 
tory impossible for Germany. We are fully 
aware of our technical inferiority. In a war of 
short duration almost all the odds would have 
been on the side of our enemy; but in a struggle 
like the present, where the issue {s to be decid- 
ed by the exhaustion of one of the combatants, 
the evident superiority of Russia and her Al- 
lies cannot be compensated by any technical; 
skill or any effort. Technical skill alone is pow- 
erless to replace the living strength of the mas- 
ses and to create their wartime wealth.” ~~ 

At the beginning of the war, says the Prince 
in stating his abiding faith in the fulfilment of 
these pledges of victory, “our country suffered 
from the industrial superiority-of Germany. But 
let us have patience, and above all, take courage. 
Sooner or later, with the help of our Allies, we 
shall see the Russian peasant thrashing urban} 
Germany with his mighty arms. Everything de- 
pends in the end on moral force. Do we lack 
that? The innumerable deeds of heroism of-all 
the allied armies prove absolutely the contrary. 
And, if we give proof of our courage when the 
enemy’s advantages are all too evident, the con- 
sciousness of our own superiority will double 
the elan which will carey, us on: to-certain vic- 
tory. ” 

Happily we hank now the certain proof of 
the courage and the strength of the Russian 
armies in the success of the past season’s of 
fensive, which has swept back the enemies on 
all fronts. Given the boon of self-government 
and free institutions, Russia will add to her ma-

Prince Eugene 
Troubetskoy, a member of the Council of the 
Russian Empire and formerly a professor of 
Moscow University, has contributed to the Man- 
chester Guardian an illuminating account of the 
stability which:the war. has brought to the Rus- 
sian people and the certainty of victory that 
~ may be based on it. His object is to disabuse 
‘ ‘Allied minds of the enemy’s calculated rumors 
about the weakness or the exhaustion of Russia. 
Appearances, he begins, are more deceptive 
in Russia than in any other country. Last au- 
tumn they seemed to be threatened with certain 
ruin. Their defeats in Galicia and in Poland, 
caused by technical inferiority; the confusion, 
which was complicated by grave misunderstand- 
ings between the Government and society; the 
beginning of an economic crisis, and the inva- 
sion of refugees, who were flooding the inner 
Provinces—all these formed a pretext for som- 
bre forebodings and the most pessimistic pro- 
phecies. These prophecies have been disproved 
by events. The revolutionary troubles which 
were hoped for by their enemy have not. oc- 
curred; the enemy’s invasion has been arrested, 
and, instead of dying away, the Russian armies 
have resumed the offensive. “The enemy felt 































us in such a power of resistance as he little ex- 
pected, and began a series of unavailing at- 
tempts at making peace with ‘the vanquished.’ 
What is the danger with which Germany, 
hitherto so victorious, now sees herself so seri- 
~ously threatened? In order to understand toe 
origin of this prodigious power of resistance 
which the Russians have shown, it must be 
borne in mind that they are first and foremost 
a nation of peasants.

BY AN ANGERED EDITOR 


Count Carl Steurgkh Fatally Shot in Vienna Hotel at Luncheon 
—aAssailant, Under Arrest, Says His Act Was Induced by 
Statesman’s Refusal to Convene Parliament—Newspapers 
in Two Capitals Call Murder “Trémendoug and Sensational” 











* VIENNA, Oct. 22.—The assassination of the Austrian Prem- 

* fer, Count Carl Stuergkh, on Saturday was purely political, and 

was induced by his refusal to convene Parliament, according 

to the admission of Dr. Friedrich Adler, his assailant, shortly 
after his arrest. 

‘Dr. Adler ig an eccentric and super-Radical Socialist, some- 
times known as the “Liebknecht of Austria.” He is editor of Der 
‘Kampf. At first he declined to reveal his motives, but after be- 
ing locked up he broke down and declared the Permier’s politi- 
cal policies had led him to do the deed. 

Dr. Adler’s arrest was not accomplished without the wound: 
ing of two men who leaped at him, 


revolver at these men-before Austrian and German officers, with 
drawn sabres, overpowered him. The wounded men, who were 
injured slightly, are Baron Aehrenthal, brother of. the late 
Foregin Minister, and the head waiter of the Hotel Meiss] und 
Schadn, in which the shooting occurred. 

‘Emperor Francis Joseph was informed immediately of the 
death of the Premier and was affected deeply. A special meet- 
ing of the Austrian cabinet was held during the afternoon. 
Special editions were issued in Vienna and Budapest, the des- 
patch adds, announcing the murder as “tremendous and sensa- 
tional.” : & 

Count Stuergkh arrived at the hotel at 1.30 o'clock. With 
him at luncheon were Baron Aehrenthal; Count Toggenburg, 
Governor of the Tyrol; Herr Jacobson, a prominent Vienna mu- 
sician, and an actor from the Court theatre. At 2 o’clock a man 
unknown to the Premier arrived and took a. seat three tables 
away. He ate luncheon and paid for the meal, but lingered at 
the table. Shortly after three he’arose, advanced rapidly toward 
the Premier and fired three shots. The first missed. The next 
two struck the Premier in the head. Without a word Count 
Stuergkh fell back lifeless in his chair: ‘ 

Baron Aehranthal sprang toward Adler. The head waiter 
ran up from behind the assassin and grasped the hand that held 
the revolver. Adler wrested his arm free and fired two shots.

At two points he entered the trenches, but 
was ejected immediately, leaving five officers and 79 men pris- 
oners and a large number of dead in front of our trenches. 

“Subsequently we delivered a successful attack on a front of 
some 5,000 yards between the Schwaben redoubt and Le Sars 
We advanced our line from 300 to 500 yards, and captured the 
Stuff and Regina trenches, as well as advanced posts north and 
northwest of ‘the Schwaben redoubt. In the course of this fight- 
ing we too ksome hundreds of prisoners. During the day hostile 
artillery was active in the region south of Arras and around 
Gueudecourt, :

‘An advocate is'one who” pleads} 
the cause of anolfter, standing as bls 
reprezentative. -The-word is used as 
Sisynonym of the word’ attorney, 
lawyer) representative at a court 
of law. All mankind, reprezented in 
Father Adam, stood before the Divine 
Court of the Universe,, Father Adam 
was on trial, and was sentenced -to 
death: He was a sinncr,.and all of 
his posterity have been born ina ain 
and death condition. If any of the 
‘Adamic raco would now. conic back 
to the Divine Court and ask that as 
far as he was concerned the record of 
sin be blotted out, the great Court 
of Heaven would say to him, “We 
cannot receive you; for We do not 
receive sinners. The only way to 
approach Us is through the Advocate 
whom We have appointed—Jesus 
Christ, the Righteous.” 

Our text says, “We [the Church] 
have an Advocate with the Father.” 
Our Lord Jesus Christ. became the 
Advocate of the Church’ after His 
resurrection, when He ascended on 
High and appeared in the presence 
of God for His followers. (Hebrews 
9:24.) This word “appeared” is a 
legal term, A lawyer appears for 
his client when he goes into court 
and gives his name as his client’s re- 
presentative. Thenceforth the court 
refers to the lawyer anything that It 
has to say regarding that particular 
case. When our Lord ascended on 
High, He appeared in the Divine 
Presence for His Church, not for the 
world. The world wishes to forget 
God, having no hope and, busy. with 
its own affairs. Furthermore, Satan 
has so blinded tls majority of man- 
kind that they do not desire to have 
an Advocate with the Father. Only 
a few feel their need of the Advo- 
cate—those who desire to come into 
fellowship with God. 

Our Lord Jesus appeared for the 
whole Church at once; for this was 
the Divine arrangement, In. His 
Wisdom God foreknew just what He 
would do. He had forcordained the 
Call of the Gospel Church, the num- 
ber of the Elect, and the character 
which they must attain. They must 
become copies of His dear Son, They 
must become living sacrifices, holy, 
desirous of pleasing God. (Romans 
8:28, 29, 30; 12:1.) The work of 
the entire Gospel Age Is the finding 
of this class; and at the very begin- 
ning of the Age Christ Jesus appear- 
ed in the Heavenly Court as the Ad- 
vocate for all who. would come to the 
Father through Him, There He 
made a presentation of His sacrificial 
merit to the Heavenly Father on be- 
half of the Church.

In the mining of gold, silver, cop- 
per, nickel, and iron ore, Northern 
Ontario, in 1914, produced 45 per 
cent. of the total output of all Can- 
ada. Northern Ontario possesses at 
| Sudbury the greajest nickel deposits 
in the world, which are producing in 
1916 at the rate of $48,000,000 
worth per year. The silver mincs 
of Northern Ontario have paid out 
in dividends over $66,000,000, and 
this provinc> now possesses the 
richest silver camp In the world. 

About 120 miles enst of Port Ar- 
thur, In the vicinity of Schrieber, a 
range of pyrrhotite contains more 
or less nickel, while in the new gold 
district at Kow Kash, which is 
about 120 miles north-east of Port 
Arthur, very heavy deposits of pyrr- 
hotite were discovered some years 
ago, and the assays obtained show- 
ed that some of the samples ran 
high In nickel. 

Many years ago a number of gold 
mines were slightly developed in 
tho various gold districts west of 
Port Arthur, and it is believed that 
some of these mines can now be op- 
erated at a profit. In the Sturgeon 
Lake district, about 180 miles north- 
west of Port Arthur, on the Natlojal 
Transcontinental Railway, large 
sums of money are being spent in 
thoroughly developing the St. An- 
thony gold mine, Last fall some 600 
claims wore staked out in the Kow 
Kash and Tashota districts, Tashota 
‘1s immediately west of Kow Kash. It 
fs said:by explorers .that from the 
Sturgeon Lake region north through 
Savant Lake to Lake St. Joseph in the 
Albany River, there are exception- 
ally attractive gold - districts,\ as 
more or leas gold can be panned out 
of the sand on the shores of the lakes 
and rivers. It {s claimed that while 
there Is not much visible gold in the 
quartz in these new districts, yet 
most of the veins appear to be con- 
j sistent and strong, and that the 
tacsays of gold frequently are sur-.

Looking for Shirkers. 


The dragnet of military authori- 
tiles to catch men attempting to 
evade military service was a few days 
ago extended to Marylebone Station, 
one of de great London terminals. 
As the passengers poured out from 
Incoming trains military and civil 
police sorted the crowds, and passing 
men obviously over military age 
marched the suspects into a corral. 
When batches of thirty were col- 
lected In the corral they were march- 
ed through the streets guarded by 
constables to the police station.

About Tides.

Wives Sold by Auction. 

Apropos of a recent arifcle regard- 
ing a farmer named Thomson, who, 
in 1833, sold his wife by auction fn 
; Carlisle, which was believed to he 
j} the last case of the kind on record, 
| Mr. J, Jobnson, who is probably tho 
only person living who hes witnessed 
the sale of a woman in England by 


public auction, recounts the circum. | 


stances. This sale took place at 
Spaldingyin 1847 or 1848, when a 
man named Seaton led his wife to 
the market with a halter round her 
neck, and sold her in the Black Bull 
Yard, where pigs were then sold, to 
the first bidder for half a crown. 
“The buyer,” says Mr, Johnson, 
“whose name I forget, was a brick- 


chase home after the sale. They lived 
together as man and wife, and the 
law did not interfere. Seaton short- 
ly afterwards undertook a walk of 
1,000 miles in 1,000 consecutive 
hours, and accomplished three-quar- 
ters of his task, but failed to com- 
plete it. Shortly afterwards he coim- 
mitted suicide. He was buried about 
ten o'clock at night in the south-east 
corner of Spalding churchyard with- 
out any service, the only lights used 
being three or four old-fashioned 
horn lanterns with a tallow candle 
fn each.” 

As a boy Mr. Johnson witnessed 
both events, the selling of the wifa, 
and the burial of the husband as de- 
scribed—no doubt two of the most 
extraordinary events that ever 0oc- 
curred to man and wife.

SIGHTS AND IMPRESSIONS 


Representative of The Ontario 
~ “Writes a Racy Record of 
His Tour 


To one who has never visited the 
world’s second greatest city—New 
York—there is a constant concourse 


of interesting sights and events ever . 


wa'ting. And those who return a se- 
cond time, and many times, claim 
that the interest.never diminishes, 

A member of The Ontario staff was 
one of the Belleville party who was 
privileged to make the trip the se- 
cond week in October, most of them 
for the first time. 

Leaving Belleville, stonday evening 
th: 9th inst., the party remained in 
Kingston over night and took the 
steamer “America” from that place 
in the morning for Clayton, from 
whence the all-day trip was made by 
Wew York Central without a change. 

Northern New York at this season 
of the year {s a panorama of the beau- 
tiful,shades of brown’and gold, cov- 
ering hill and vale, ‘that the poets 
rrite about. Here and there a small 
stroam, a winding river an old aband- 
oned barge canal with ancient bridges 
and locks add picturesqueness to 
scenes that would require a master 
kend to paint. Passing Utica, we fol- 
low the Mohawk River, made famous 
in song and poetry, for some distance; 
ant later emerge on the banks of the 
historic Hudson River. From the car 
n piimpse of ‘the Catskill Mountains 
can be caught. Along the shores of 
the Hudson are immense {ce houses 
where the ice supply of New. York 
{s ntored. As we rear the city the 
factories of various well-known pro- 
built 
and rebuilt from the effect of judi- 
cious advertising. : 

On entering New York a certain 
tmount of apprehension was current 
among the passengers as to the much- 
talked-of strike and the epidemic of 
infantile paralysis.

At Battery Park we had a good 
view of inner New York harbor witn 
its hundreds of craft racing to and 
fro. At this point. is the Acquarium 
where species of the inhabitants of 
both fresh and salt water are kept. 
From Battery Park a trip was made 
by steamer around Manhattan Island 
pasing under the famous Brooklyn 
and other bridges, bast the Brooklyn 
navy yards where war vessels of all 
Cescriptions were anchored, and then 
through the Harlem River to the 
broad expanse of the Hudson. Prest- 
d at Wilson's yacht, “The Mayflower” 
was passed and later we had the sat- 
isfaction of viewing twenty large in- 
terned German liners. The Statue of 
Liberty at the entrance of New York 
harbor and Ellis Island, the clearing 
house of immigrants to America, 
were other interesting singhts of this 
trip.

THE BAGDAD RAILWAY. 


What purports to be authentic information 
about the present state of the Bagdad railway 
appears in Engineering. The distance from the 
Bosphorus to Bagdad, by railway route, is 2,435: 
kilometres, of which 1,802 kilometres is in ope-| 

~ration, leaving a balance yet to be completed ot 
633 kilometres, or 402 miles. Of the Bagdad 
railway proper—from Aleppo to Bagdad—there| 
is a gap of 366 miles, between Ras-ei-Din, the! 
eastern terminus of the western section, and' 
Sarmaria, a point on the Tigris. Some 90 miles 
north of Bagdad, on the Anatolian railway be- 
tween Aleppo and Constantinople, there are two 
gaps where tunnels are being cut through the 
Amanus and the Taurus ranges. The former 
gap will be completed before the close of the 
present year, but the Tarsus tunnel cannot be 
completed for a couple of years. 

The transportation of men and supplies 
from Constantinople’ to the Mesopotamia front 
is thus a tedious business, involving three tran- 
shipments over gaps, one of which is over 300} 
miles in length. The caravan route along the | 
projected track from Ras-el-Din to the Tigris 
may be cut at any time by the Russian Grand 
Duke, ag the left flank of his army of invasion 
is within/one hundred miles of it. This would} 
throw the’ Turks\back upon the alternative but!

By the capture of 
Erzerum the Russians cut off one avenue of 
communication with Bagdad.

Palaces as Hospitals, 

The neckssities of war have trans- 
formed the uses of the Royal palaces 
of Europe. They are nearly all 
syrned {nto -hospitals, Such are the 
Winter Palace, on the Neva, the 
Kremlin at Moicow, Tsarkoe Selo, 
and Livadia. * In Italy, besides the 
Quirinal ‘and Queen = Margherita’s 
palace in the Via Vencto, the Queen 
is directing a military hosptial in a 
wing of the Vatican; and not only 
have*the Royal villas at Mantua, 
Verona, and Monza been put at the 
disposal of the War Office, but the 
Pope has dono the same with Castle 
Gandolfo. The Elysee , Palace fs 
given over to war work, and Buck- 
ingham Palace {s not a hospital 
simply because there is no need for 
it, so the King and Queen use it 
largely to receive soldiers and to en- 
tertain ‘the woundeil. 

The palaces at Berlin and = else- 
where in Germany are all turned 
into military hospitals, and the 
Huns have devoted King Albert’s 
Palace at Bruszsels to the same use, 
although the Kaiser was highly in- 
dignant that the English turned his 
stately pleasure paluce at Achillelon 
to the same purpose for the beneilt 
of the Serblan Army. The wife of 
the unscrupulous Ferdinand has 
made part of his palace at Soffa into 
a military hospital, but the Austrian 
invaders of Montenegro used the 
Palace at Cetinje as barracks. Fin- 
ally, King Alfonso has turned his 
palace at Madrid into an fnteras- 
onal War Office, where this noble 
neutral holds a court of appeal for 
condemned or missing prisoners. 
Telegrams arrive daily as well as 
letters pleading for his intervention 
with the ruthless Prussian machine. 
Where stamps are enclosed, theec 
are returned, for the King of Spain 
defrays all costs, and delights in bis 
task of mercy, :

One of the probable effects of the 
war and the high price of beef and 
mutton will be that the London poor 
will acquire a taste for prime cuts of 
horsefiesh at 7d., (14 cents) a Id., 
against beef and mutton at 1 shilling 
and 6d. (about 36 cents).

spoke of them when they were dead 
proved that there is to be a resur- 
rection of the dead... (Luke 20: 37, 
38; Exodus 3:6.) He did not say 
that this proved thet - Abraham, 
Isaac,-and Jacob were not dead, but 
alive jn some other world, but that :t 
proved that they were to be raised 
from the dead; “‘for> all live unto 
Him” [God]. In_other words; it is 
God's ‘purpose that al] shall yet live 
(John 5: 28, 2%); and He can pro- 
perly speak from the standpoint of 
His pre-determined purpose. In both 
Old and New ‘Testaments death is 
spoken of as a sleep, because of the 
redemption and the deliverance 
from the Adamic death penalty pur- 
posed through Christ's sacrificial 
death on the cross. 

An understanding of the Plan of 
the Ages given in the Scriptures re- 
veals the fact that al] mankind will 
be awakened from the Adamic death 
state, in order that they may “come 
to a knowledge of the Truth,” which 
will be made plain to all during the 
Messianic Reign of our Lord. (1

Suggestions to Parents end Teachers + 


Thig time of soul: cawykening Is an 
{mportant period “in"the life of.the- 
young. About that tclé thefe seems 
to be a great change In human na- 
ture, It is the age when conditions 
of thoughtfulness are _ reached, . tha 
thme when the forces making for 
spirituality have the most favorable 
effect upon the youthful mind. This 
is a thought which parents, guard- 
fans, and teachers of youth do well 
to have before them. By this we do 
not mean, however, that no special 
attempt should be made to bring the 
child to the Lord previous to this 
time. Quite to the contrary. From 
birth the child: should be trained In 
the’ nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. Indeed, the child’s training 
should begin even earlier than this; 
for the parental influence upon: the 
mind of the infant during the pre- 
natal, period Is of the utmost im- 
portance and bas a decided beariog 
upon the character in later life. 

In speaking of the {mportance of 
the period of life at the age of fif- 
teen years or thereabouts, our 
thought is,that at abouttthat tlaie 
the child mind Is suficicnily develop- 
ed to begin to reach out as never Le- 
fore—to wonder, to question, to sew 
things In a new light, to look beyond 
the trivial things of the present 
time, to lose interést In previous 
childish diversions, Parents and 
teachers should use much wisdom ic 
dealing with childreft at this crucial 
age. They should neither reprove 
nor seek to check these first stirrings 
of the mind toward higher, more im- 
portant things.

The Apostle. truly says, “There is 
therefore now no condemnation to 
them -that°afe in Christ Jesus, whe 
walk not after the tcsh,. but after 
the Spirit.” (Romans 8:1.) From 
the momeart we come into Christ we 
are counted members of His Body, 
and we lose all condemnation of 
Adamic death. His sacrificial merit 
has been imputed to cover all our 
imperfections, as well as the sins of 
the past. Arising from the dead, in 
this sense of the expression, means 
that we are living the resurrection 
life, that the new life in Christ is 
begun in us. (Romans 6:4.) This 
Ufe will, 1{ we continue in the good 
way, be completed when we receive 
our glorious spiritual bodies in the 
First Resurrection. 

From the time that we lose the 
condemmation of death that came 
upon mankind through Adam‘s dis- 
obedience, by taking the steps of 
faith in Jesus as our Redeemer and 
of full consecration to God; through 
Him, we are again placed on trial for 
Ufe.

- 1 Creatures in Christ. They are now 


on probation. They have entered the 
School of Christ, to be perfected In 
character, to be made copies of God's 
dear Son, who is their great Instruc- 
tor. They must be prepared for their 
future work in the Kingdom; for, if 
they prove faithful even unto d 
they will become the teachers of the 
next Age—instructing, uplifting, en- 
couraging, blessing, the whole world 
of mankind, who died in Adam and 
who are to be awakened and dealt 
with during the incoming Dispensa- 
tion. 

What wonder that we need first to 
be gent to school, where we shall 
learn the many lessons necessary to 
those who would qualify'as judges, 
priests, and kings of the world!

It should be 
Prepared for canning in-the ordinary 
way. Then the containers should be 
placed in a sterilizing vat such as a 
wash boller with a faise bottom, and 
completely covered with boiling wa- 
ter. The sterilization process may 

‘extend from 10 to 30 minutes, ac 
cording to the process used. After 
storilisation the packs should be re- 
moted, the glass jars sealed and 
wrapped in paper to prevent bleach- 
ing and stored in a dry, cool place-—

Today the Roumanians reported taking 312 prisoners and four 
machine guns, : ' 

At two other points the Roumanians have pushed their ad- 
vantage. Southwest of Szurduk Pass the Teutons have been 
rolled back, while north of Kimpulung inside the Torzberger 
Pass the Roumanians have thrown forward their left wing. 
With the invaders now standing on the defensive north of 
Azuga, Kimpulung and the important railway running southeast 
to Bucharest from that place appear to be safe from the enemy’s 
hands. ¥ 

Falkenhayn's success was obtained southeast of the Red 
Tower Pass. Quickly following up their: advance of yesterday 
in this district, the Teutons moved forward and took by storm 
several strongly-fortified positions on dominating heights. More 
than 700 prisoners were captured in this operation. Falken- 
hayn’s troops appear.to be in a better position here than any- 
where on the northern Roumanian frontier. 

The situation in the Dobrudja shows little change. Swift- 
ly pursuing the retreating Russians and Roumanians north of 
the Constanza railroad,'the advanced guards of Mackensen’s 
army havecome into touch with the enemy. So far, however, 
there is no report of+a battle between the mian forces. The 
allied troops have probably reached the southern bank of the 
Danube near its mouth by this time. “Unless the Teutons 
are able to cut them off in this region the Russians and Rouma- 
nians will probably make good their escape over the river by 
means of pontoon bridges. 

Mackensen’s northward push will be held up for some time 
at the Danube. Bridges will have to be erected before his forces 
can continue their operations against the enemy : Observers 
here believe that the Russo-Roumanian army will make a 
determined stand on the northern bank of the Danube.

Before making a filght the 
squirre] will run rapidly up the trunk 
of a tree and,’when he has attained o 
sufficient height, spring boldly off into 
space. 

With legs spread wide apart. su us 
to present the greatest possible xurface 
to the alr, and bis extraordinarily wide 
and foffy tail serving as 2 rudder. the 
squirrel sails swiftly through the nir 
often for 100 feet or even more. until 
he reaches the trunk of another tree 
up which be runs in order to attnin 
height for a new fight.

Gradually it epread to the 
east, and [t fs known that in China it 
Was cultivated extensirely as early as 
8000 B. C, Wheat formed the chief 
food of the people of Biblical times 
The term “wheat” ts derived from an 
old English word, “hivaete.” meaninz 
white. 

The wheat of today differs somewhat 
from that of early history. Through 
intensive cultivation and cross fertill- 
zation it hos reached a high «tate of 
perfection. 

Wheat is the most widely known of 
the cereal grains. It is found wher 
ever the white man has penetrated 
it is grown on the Himalayan slopes 
10,000 fect above sea level, on the great 
central plain of North America, In Ube 
tropical countries of Africa and India. 
We even find that as far north as ‘the 
sixtieth parallel of latitude in Alaska. 
Russia, Germany. France and England.

e fact_thge-Wheat can be readily 
adapted te various conditions of soil 
and climate makes {t the most valuable 

i{ cereal grains. 

There are many different varieties of 
wheat due to the differences of soil 
and climate, but in general we divide 
{t into two classes—winter or soft 
wheat, sown in the fall and harvested 
during the hot summer: months, and 
‘pring or hard wheat. sown early in 
the spring and harvested late In the 
summer. 

A grain of wheat ts composed of four 
parts—the husk, which consists of fire 
distinct ayers of bran: the cereal lay: 
er, a thin membrane ipclosing the 
starch cells, and the germ. During the 
milling process the bran coutr and the 
sermy ure removed. ¢ 

Grabam fiour fs made by grinding 
the entire grain to a moderate grade 
of Oneness Entire wheat Oour is made 
by grinding the grain and removing 
the three outer counts. If the germ 
Were not removed frum the flour the 
culur and the keeping qualities would 
he ufected 

There are twenty-four steps in the 
imitiing process froin the time the wheat 
fg welzbed until It Is sold as four. The 
byproducts, bran and middlings, are sold 
to the farmer for the feeding of cattle 

There are over fifty varieties of four 
made, but we must classify it chiety 
according to the kind of wheat. Flour 
made from xpring wheat is commonly 
known as bread onr Bread four is 
rich In gluten Gitte has the power 
of expansion after the addition of 
molsture and bert, and-a Aeur rich In 
gluten. as bread flour la, will prodifce 
n ight loaf of brend. 

Flour made from winter wheat ts 
commonly known ss pastry tour, Pas- 
{ry Honr coutaius less gluten and mere 
stareh than bread flour. —Exechauge.
